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IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT 
IN COLONIAL VIRGINIA 


A small one room brick structure, with a pleasant peaked 
roof, included in the group of public buildings at Gloucester 
Court House which have survived from colonial times, displays 
a modern tablet with the following inscription: 


“Debtors Jail built previous to 1754. 
“In 1754 County Surveyor laid off 300 square yards where 
the prisoners were allowed liberty.” 


Many voyagers in search of the picturesque, who now ad- 
venture by automobile into the hallowed region of the Tide- 
water, read this inscription with a shudder. The uncritical 
tendency to distort the colonial civilization of Virginia, which, 
unfortunately, has frequent expression in newspaper feature 
stories, is stimulated by the term “debtors’ prison.” Under the 
magic spell of Charles Dickens’ prose, its connotation to the 
casual reader is the cruelty of the common law, and the lively 
imagination pictures a Marshalsea inhabited by unfortunates 
who reared families and lived out futile lives in pathetic cap- 
tivity, victims of a cold material society. 
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It seems worth while, then, to record that no such conditions 
existed in colonial Virginia; on the contrary, the provision of 
debtors’ prisons and the development of the colonial statute 
law regulating the use of the writ of ca. sa. were badges of a 
prevailing sentiment against imprisonment for debt which long 
antedated the nineteenth century humanitarian reforms of 
English practice in that respect. Measured by liberal opinion, 
those early laws were thus one of the glories of Virginia civi- 
lization, even if they were not dictated by what is now known 
as liberal opinion. 

The legislation began in 1645 and swelled progressively for 
more than a century (Hening, i, 294, 346, 453; ii, 76, 81, 1869, 
506; iii, 15, 214, 267, 385, 464; iv, 26, 115, 162, 165; v, 537; 
vi, 135, 342; vili, 326, 528; ix, 418). Devised nominally for 
the relief of “poor debtors,” it is apparent from the recitals of 
some of the earliest acts that the machinery provided was soon 
successfully invoked by prisoners for debt who were not “poor” 
at all, but whose misfortunes stirred the fellow-feeling of other 
planters sitting on the County Court bench (see, e. g., Dr. 
Bruce’s notes from York and Henrico Order Books about 1690, 
Economic History, ii, 372). It would seem, therefore, that the 
explanation of the differences of English and colonial practice 
in this, as in many other things, may be found in the ever widen- 
ing economic differences between the two civilizations. 

Imprisonment for debt was grafted on English law by statute 
in the reign of Edward I on the demand of the then already po- 
tent merchant class. Intended, as Governor Berkeley was to 
say (Hening, ii, 76), “principally that all men should by re- 
straint have been forced to make speedier satisfaction,” and so 
aimed at fraud, it became a facile weapon of social police in a 
“nation of shop keepers,” whose prime interest was to main- 
tain commercial credit. The parliamentary legislation intended 
to mitigate the abuse of it remained ineffective (Holdsworth, 
History of English Law, viii, 229 ff.). In a community of 
planters, however, where the governing class were more often 
debtors than creditors, and where the influence of lawyers was 
long delayed, this remedy had no such support in public opinion ; 
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on the contrary, it was contemned. The confessed futility of 
Berkeley’s denunciation, in his act of 1662, from which we have 
quoted, of the lax enforcement of the rights of creditors at that 
time, is an early testimony to that effect. And so it was that 
by the beginning of the eighteenth century, when the student of 
the Revisal of 1705 marks the turn in the colony from govern- 
ment by men to government by law, the political problem of 
the Assembly had become one of adjusting law to practice; 
and here Parson Hugh Jones, always an astute commentator on 
the Virginia of his day, may be called to bear witness in the 
present enquiry. In his Present State of Virginia, published in 
1724, he said: 


“Prisoners [for debt] are very rare, the creditors being there 
generally very merciful and the laws so favorable for Debtors 
that some esteem them too indulgent.” 


Significant also is the fact that at the end of the century 
Thomas Jefferson selected the colonial law on this subject for a 
boast. He said (Notes on Virginia, 1784) : 


“The following variations from the British model [of laws] 
are perhaps worthy of being specified: Debtors unable to pay 
their debts and making faithful delivery of their whole effects 
are released from confinement and their persons forever dis- 
charged from restraint for such previous debts; but any prop- 
erty they may afterwards acquire will be subject to their cred- 
itors.” 


The characteristic remarks of Professor John B. Minor (Jn- 
stitutes, 1883 ed. iv, 942) complete the record. They both re- 
hearse the legal history and express the consistent lawyer’s 
opinion that the Virginia colonial laws (like many “progressive” 
modern laws) were, indeed, too indulgent: 


“The writ [of ca. sa.] commands the sheriff or other officer 
to take the defendant’s body, and it safely keep, to satisfy the 
plaintiff of his judgment, etc. In England, the defendant is 
kept in prison until he pays the debt or dies, unless he is dis- 
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charged by consent of the plaintiff, which operates the dis- 
charge of the debt also. If so severe a policy ever prevailed 
in Virginia, it was soon abandoned ; for a series of enactments, 
beginning in 1644-’5 with a provision that poor debtors in 
execution for corn, tobacco, etc. (then and long after the prin- 
cipal currency of the colony) might satisfy the demand at the 
discretion of the county commissioners by some equitable com- 
mutation, was, in 1705, matured into an act permitting a debtor, 
after he had lain three months in prison, to discharge himself 
by surrendering his whole estate for the payment of the debt. 
And for many years past, and for many years prior to the 
abolition [in 1849] of the writ of capias ad satisfaciendum, a 
debtor in custody has been allowed immediately to discharge 
himself in like manner, increasing facilities having been, from 
time to time, afforded for the purpose... . 

“The spirit of morbid sympathy, and of excessive indulgence 
towards the debtor-class, which by degrees led to the abolition 
of imprisonment for debt, and the abandonment of the ca. sa., 
was signally rebuked by the results. It was only by sharp per- 
sonal coercion, through imprisonment, that the tricks of fraud- 
ulent debtors could be kept in check, and the production of their 
property enforced.” 


The legislative and judicial colonial records amply bear out 
these commentaries. They show that imprisonment of debtors, 
when practiced at all, was rather technical than close. From the 
time of the Restoration onward, the evidence is that the “liber- 
ties of the rules” were generally recognized and often inter- 
preted more broadly than the lawyers approved; the excuse 
of the County Courts being at first that there were no ade- 
quate county gaols and, when gaols were provided, that debtors 
did not deserve the degradation of contact with criminals. 
Thus in 1662 it was recorded (Hening, ii, 76) that Sheriffs 
were then wont to permit committed debtors to lodge at home; 
and the law reports show that that considerate practice obtained 
as late as 1737 (Barradall’s Reports, ed. Barton, ii, B 64). 
Here it appeared that a debtor supposed to be in custody in an 
adjoining county made no bones of appearing “publicly at 
King George Court House, where he lived, two or three court 
days after escape.” In this case a jury justified the Sheriff, 
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but the General Court, by then become a lawyers’ forum, held 
him responsible to the creditor ; as it did also in the only other 
case in the colonial reports relating to imprisonment for debt, 
one in 1739 (ibid., ii, B 80) where the Sheriff had stretched 
the interpretation of his authority to discharge beyond the ten- 
sile strength of an elastic law. 

The consequence of these adjudications was that, in the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century, the prison “liberties” were gen- 
erally limited to prescribed “bounds,” as indicated by the Glou- 
cester inscription : but it is interesting that even then the debtors 
were not materially inconvenienced. There is an illuminating, 
and indeed amusing, case in point as late as 1790, which was 
reported as Rose v. Shore, 1 Call, 540. Here it appears that 
the public gaoler of Richmond, the amiable and dignified “Mr. 
Rose,” of whom Samuel Mordecai preserved a pleasant por- 
trait in his Richmond in Bygone Days, permitted the bearer of 
an honoured Virginia name, committed to his custody on a 
ca. sa., to rent a “house within the prison rules” and there live 
comfortably at the expense of his creditor, and in secure en- 
joyment of his property. All that the creditor was able to 
do was to make Mr. Rose suffer for his complacency. 

Another consequence of the strict interpretation of the law 
by the General Court during the consulship of Gooch was that, 
following the example of the colonial government, some of the 
older counties, like Gloucester, provided special debtors’ prisons. 
The small size of these buildings may, however, be claimed as 
evidence in support of our thesis that Virginia debtors never 
languished out their lives in durance ; and this may be deduced 
also from the history of the General Court Debtors’ Prison 
at Williamsburg. The building originally provided for that 
purpose was built under an act of 1711 (Hening, iv, 26), and 
was described by Hugh Jones (loc. cit.) as follows: 


“The whole [i. e., the first capitol at Williamsburg] is sur- 
rounded with a neat Area encumbered with a good Wall and 
near it is a strong sweet prison for Criminals and on the other 
side of an open Court another for Debtors when any are re- 
moved thither from other Prisons in each county.” 
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The significance of the qualification here stated is that this 
prison was so little used for debtors that in 1722 it was con- 
verted into a criminal prison. For the few debtors who had 
to be held physically for action by the General Court because 
of inability to procure a bond for the “rules,” provision was 
then made by setting aside the two small rooms which had 
originally been the official residence of the public gaoler; and 
that accommodation still sufficed when the laws were again 
revised in 1748 (Hening, iv, 115, 162; vi, 135). 

Virginia had thus, before the Revolution, effectively nulli- 
fied the English law of imprisonment for debt. Whatever may 
have been the legislative sentiment in 1849, when imprisonment 
for debt was definitely abolished in Virginia, the colonial sta- 
tutes which accomplished nullification cannot have been dictated, 
as Professor Minor says, by morbid sympathy: that emotion 
was a by-product of the nineteenth century humanitarianism of 
Lord Shaftesbury and John Stewart Mill. These statutes seem 
rather to have been contemporary expressions of a community 
sense of the economic interest of a population which lived under 
the shadow of the mercantile system, among whom fraud was 
as rare as the relation of debtor to London merchants was com- 
mon. This was such an interest as has ever been the spring 
of political action in an agricultural community. Whether we 
call it “agrarianism” or “democracy,” it has been a consistent 
political principle of Virginia throughout her history. 

But whatever the moving cause of Virginia’s early reform of 
the law relating to imprisonment for debt, the world has jus- 
tified it and the liberal historian is now entitled to make the 
most of it.

(Continued ) 


Tuesday 4th I rode to Bro. Pate’s, 22 miles, and was kindly 
received. 

Wednesday 5th I preached to a few hearers at Bold Spring 
and we had a powerful time among Christians. Here I got 
a local preacher to take my appointments. I started home. 
I went that night across Dan River into Halifax, Va., to N. 
Strange’s, 9 miles. That night it snowed and next morning 
I started and rode to Bro. Henry Brown’s in Campbell, 40 
miles, and I was truly glad to see that dear family and was 
kindly received. 

Friday 7th, to my Father’s, 22 miles, and was glad to see 
my aged parents once more and that, in good health. 

Sunday gth. I tried to preach at the African M. H. in the 
neighborhood to a few. Some were apparently happy and 
especially the black people and my own soul was overwhelmed 
while my eyes overflowed with tears at the languishing state of 
Zion in my old neighborhood. 

Monday roth. I went to Lynchburg, 12 miles, and was 
glad to find a number of our brethren yet a trying to get to 
heaven. There I found the following advertisement : 

50 Dollars Reward 
To the person or persons who will teach me the con- 
venient art of reconciling the spirit and practice of 
slavery, with that of the Gospel of Christ. I would 
then give land for slaves, and with the profits of their 
labor, pay my doctors, tutors, merchants etc. They 
would stay at home and work for me while I would go 
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in splendor to the house of worship and shout and 
praise God roundly. And should my successful pre- 
ceptor be a minister of the Gospel I will give him a 
hundred dollars. 

I went again to my father’s, 12 miles. 

Sunday 17th I tried to preach at Tabernacle on the Lord’s 
Prayer to a few of my old acquaintances. The weather was 
very cold. There are more backsliders in that neighborhood 
than any place I ever saw anywhere. I tried to preach plainly 
to them and was happy myself in delivering to them the counsel 
of God but was concerned for Zion’s prosperity and particu- 
larly for our colored brethren. I am now at my father’s and 
expect in twelve hours to start to Caswell, perhaps to see my 
relations no more this side of eternity, but I feel like going 
to the paradise of God if I lose everything else and I have a 
pleasing prospect of meeting at least some of my brethren or 
relations in glory. My mind is not as calm as commonly for 
several reasons but I look forward to unclouded calm where 
the wicked cease from trouble and the weary are at rest. I 
feel very much like dying in the field of battle so help me 
Lord Jesus. Amen. 

Monday 17, I left my father’s and started to my appointments 
in Caswell Circuit. I rode that day to Bro. D. Sander’s in 
Mecklenburg Circuit, 25 miles. I preached that night to a 
listening congregation of white and colored people and I trust 
good was done. I spoke explicitly on the doctrines of the 
Gospel. Some shouted a little while an A. L. L. part Baptist 
minister groaned and turned about in the corner and accord- 
ing to my common custom I concluded meeting without asking 
any aid from their teacher which they supposed would of 
course displease him. 

Tuesday 18th. One of the coldest fair days I ever saw. I 
rode to Bro. Fennel’s in Charlotte, 35 miles. 


Boox VIII 
GREENSVILLE CIRCUIT: March 7, 1812-April 13, 1813. 


Saturday, March 7th, to Moore’s, 14 miles, and was glad to 
see my old friends to whom I preached and had a tender time. 
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I read our discipline and began my year’s work. I went that 
evening to Bro. Barrett’s. 

Sunday 8th, to Lebanon, 8 miles, and had liberty in preach- 
ing to an attentive congregation. I read discipline and had a 
powerful class meeting which I thought was the beginning of 
great times. I went to Sister Weaver’s. 

Monday. I had many solemn reflections relative to different 
things: The great noise about volcanoes and earthquakes in 
our country, as well as other nations; the burning of the The- 
atre in Richmond on the night of the 26 th December 1811; 
and many fires in different parts of the country.* 

Tuesday roth, to Spanish Oak, 7 miles. I preached and had 
a very solemn time in the congregation. 

Wednesday 11th, to Olive Branch, 6 miles, and was very 
glad, as I had been before, to see many of my old friends. I 
preached and had a very solemn and pretty happy time. Bro. 
Morton and myself stayed at Bro. Dromgoole’s. 

Thursday 12th, to Bro. Wright’s, 3 miles, and had liberty in 
preaching. I went in the evening to visit Dr. Sims who was 
rather delirious and much afflicted. I stayed the night at 
Capt. R. Fletcher’s, 10 miles. 

Friday 13th, to Roanoke Chapel, 15 miles, and spoke on 
“Wilt thou go with this man and she said, ‘I will go’”. We 
had a tender shouting time and I was very glad to see some 
of my old friends from Caswell Circuit. Bro. Fitts and my- 
self went to Mr. Robertson’s. 

Saturday 14th, to Baugh’s, 6 miles. I preached and we had 
an awful time. 

Sunday, we went to Calvary, 8 miles and had liberty in 
preaching on the great salvation, and a happy time in class 
meeting. 

Monday, to Williams’, 6 miles. On my way to meeting that 
morning I heard that the Baptists had reported in the Circuit 
that $1000. had been given for my return to Greensville Cir- 
cuit, but it was like the Baptists’ tales. I preached and had a 
common time. We went that night to Bro. Holmes, 6 miles. 


*I made it my business to see the ruins of the house and graves of 
the remains of those who were burned to death. 
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Tuesday 17th, Salem. I preached to a few on the 15th Psalm 
and we had a serious gracious time, and I was rejoiced to 
think that the fire had not gone out in the winter. I thought 
we should have great times in 1812 in Greensville Circuit. 

Wednesday 18th, to South Hill, 4 miles. A clever congre- 
gation attended to whom I preached with life and power and 
we had (in the congregation) the buddings of great times. 
Here I read our rules and explained them in the congregation. 

Thursday 19th, to Ossin’s. A crowd of people attended to 
whom I preached and we had a powerful time and I had no 
doubt but we should have a great revival the subsequent sea- 
son. I joined two in Society. 

That evening I visited an old man that was on the brink of 
eternity, I thought, and I was afraid he was building on a false 
foundation for heaven. Bro. Nolly and myself prayed for 
Him and I exhorted a number who were present. I went 
that evening to Bro. Griggs’, 6 miles. 

Friday was a very rainy day. 

Saturday 21st, to Major Thrower’s, 8 miles, and was kindly 
received. 

Sunday 22nd. I preached the funeral of Sister William 
Manning’s at her father’s, John Seward’s. There was a num- 
ber present and the Lord helped me. We had a general blaze 
and a shout and one young woman got powerfully converted. 
Upon the whole it was the best funeral meeting that I was 
ever at. 

Monday I rested in the neighborhood. 

Tuesday 24th. In the morning at Bro. C. Thrower’s a 
colored man came in for me to baptize his son and named 
him John Early. I went that day to Rock Church and I 
preached and went to Bro. Chapman’s, 10 miles. 

Wednesday 26th. I went to Olive Branch and heard Bro. 
Morton preach a cold sermon for the first time I had heard 
him. We went to Bro. Myrick’s. 

Thursday 27th, to Woolsey’s Barn, 8 miles. I preached and 
had a happy time in class meeting and went to see Dr. Sims 
who had been and was very ill. 
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Friday 28th, to Sister Wyche’s and commented on the 15th 
Psalm. We had a cold time among a barren people and 
returned to Bro. Clement Green’s. 

Saturday 29th, to Ferguson’s Chapel, 10 miles, and had a 
common time. Bro. T. Bacon and myself stayed at Father 
Deihay’s. 

Easter Sunday, 29th, to Round Hill. A number attended to 
whom I preached with power and many felt the operations 
of the spirit but, like flies, put off their salvation for a more 
convenient season. I stayed at Bro. Shelton’s. 

Monday being a holiday many attended at Bethel to whom 
I preached with liberty and many tears were shed in the con- 
gregation. I felt the forebodings of a revival in that place. 
I stayed at Bro. J. Clark’s, 8 miles. 

Tuesday. Bro. Clark broke my horse to work in a chair 
and I stayed at Kinchin Peterson’s. 

Wednesday 1st of April (All Fool’s Day). To Concord, 
10 miles, and preached but Zion was as a cottage in a field at 
that place for many who professed religion. Many too often 
drank intoxicating draughts. I went that night to Bro. Prit- 
chard’s, 11 miles. 

Thursday 2nd, to Smith’s Church and had a memorable time 
in the congregation. To Bro. Moore’s, 6 miles. 

Friday 3rd was a day of great rains. 

Saturday 4th. Bro. Morton, Bro. Barrett’s family and my- 
self went to quarterly meeting at Rehobeth, 14 miles. Bro. 
Morton preached, Bro. Moon and myself exhorted and we had 
a serious time. 

Sunday morning we had sacrament at 9 oclock and it was a 
great time to me. At 11 oclock I preached with life and 
power. Bro. McMasters and Darue exhorted and we had a 
good time. Bro. Darue and myself went to Bro, Whitaker’s, 
6 miles. 

Monday 6th. I set out for Norfolk on my way to General 
Conference at New York and stayed that night in a kind 
sinner’s house in Gates, 40 miles. 
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Tuesday 7th. I stopped to get my dinner at Suffolk and 
had my feelings harrowed by the satirical reflections of a 
pretended friend whose name was Shepherd. I asked him 
if he meant to insult me and was told that he had been a 
Senator and a great man and a gentleman and some acknowl- 
edgements were made. I went to Bro. Lunsford’s, 40 miles. 

Wednesday 8th, to Portsmouth, 16 miles, and was truly glad 
to see my old friends and was kindly received. I had liberty 
in preaching that night and we had a peaceful time. 

Thursday I went to Norfolk and we had a prayer meeting 
at night. On Friday night I met Bro. Pritchard’s class and 
was pleased. 

Sunday at 10 oclock I preached in Portsmouth. Had a gra- 
cious time. At three oclock in Norfolk. A solemn weeping 
congregation. At candle light I preached again in Portsmouth 
and we had a powerful time. I went to Bro. P’s very weary 
in body. 

Monday was a very hard rainy day and there was a great 
noise about a recent Embargo. 

Tuesday 14th. We had a bell rung in Portsmouth for 
preaching at night. A large congregation attended to whom I 
preached on, “If any man love not the Lord Jesus Christ let 
him be anathema”. 

Wednesday at 3 oclock Brothers Buxton, Ballen, Jean, Cal- 
laway and myself started in a Packet, the Eliza and Martha, 
Captain Herbert, Master, for New York and in consequence of 
a head wind we cast anchor under Sewall’s Point. About 2 
oclock next morning we weighed anchor and about 6 we passed 
the Capes of Virginia. The Captain soon espied a British 
Privateer at a distance. Bros. Jean, Callaway and myself 
were taken powerfully sick and continued so more or less until 
our voyage was over. I was several times powerful happy and 
very sick and ate but little.

Mrs. ArTHUR SINCLAIR TO ELLEN MorbDECAI 


Oak Hill’ November the 23rd 1813 


I should, was I not writing to you my Dear Ellen, think some 
excuse necessary for my long silence; but to you who so well 
know, that it is not for the want of inclination; but of ability 
to do so; that has thus long stayed my pen; I will simply say, 
that my mind has been such a chaos, since I last saw you; that 
I could not collect my thoughts sufficiently to commit any thing 
the least intelligible to paper. I may with truth say, my ideas 
have for the last eighteen months, been in a perpetual whirl, 
from a part of my alarm our good Sam relieved me; would to 
God, he could in the same way inform me that my husband had 
left that frozen climate, for our milder region. In a letter 
I got from him by the last mail, he says; we can have no idea 
of that climate; that it began to snow in September ; and from 
having it very fine in the morning, in an hour or two it was 
horrid ; that then it was snowing, hailing, raining, and sleeting 
and taking all things into consideration, it is the worst climate 
he ever was in; he hopes soon to be removed to a ship on the 
ocean; and the hope of seeing him then, that is on his way 
to take his new command, shall sustain me yet a little while 
longer. We are now at Oak Hill; where we shall continue 
until we set out for the lower country; which will I hope be 
in about a week, or ten days at farthest. I begin to be very 
anxious to turn my face homewards ; that I may be in readiness 
to meet my husband, if he can leave the Lakes this winter; 
which I will not suffer myself for a moment, to think he will

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not do it. I know this is wrong, for situated as I am; I should 
endeavour to fortify my mind against the worst that may befall 
me ; but I cannot ; my whole soul is agonized at the bare thought. 
I therefore dispel these disagreeable intruders as soon as they 
make their entree; and try not to anticipate evils; or take 
trouble. What do you think of his being wet to the skin dur- 
ing the last action on the Lake; by the bursting of a bombshell 
under the water close by him; I will after all the hardships 
and dangers he has escaped; still hope, that a wise and good 
God will preserve him for me, and his poor helpless babies. 
I will drop this subject; I cannot write, or think of it as re- 
ligion teaches me to do. We also had a letter from George by 
the last mail; he appears delighted with his new situation; and 
says it is much easier than country practice ; I wish he may think 
so a year hence. Do not you my dear Ellen, intend to grace 
Richmond with your presence? for heavens sake try and be 
there while we are ; and then go down to Williamsburg with us ; 
who knows but you may see my beloved sailor in the course 
of the winter. God grant it I say; dont you echo me? If 
this epistle is not intelligible blame the situation I am in, and 
not me. I am writing upon an old bandbox top, and rocking 
the cradle with my foot; in addition to all this, it is past eleven 
o’clock, and I have a stump of a pen, that I can with difficulty 
make a mark with, and tho’ last, not least in the catalogue; one 
of the servants the night before last ; passing by me with a turn 
of wood upon her shoulder, let one log fall across my back, as 
I leaned over my knee; and has I fear given me a hurt I shall 
carry with me to my grave; this renders writing very painful, 
so all together you must make allowances for this morsel of 
elegance, or eloquence just as you like. My children are both 
sleeping by me as beautiful, and innocent as Angels ; Elizabeth 
has fattened surprisingly since you saw her; you would not 
know her now; Arthur is as bad, and as sensible as usual; he 
told me a few days ago; if he had one ninepence, he would go 
and buy his Father from old John Bull; and if he was a big 
man he would bring him home in his arms, and give him to me. 
Mr. Sinclair told me that in the last action, one of the men had 
all his hair burned off by the bursting of a gun; and was other- 
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wise very much wounded; when he was carried below to the 
Doctor ; he observed to him, that he had for some time wanted 
his hair cut; but his damned barber cut it too short for him.

Mrs. EvizABETH B. KENNON TO ELLEN MorpeEcAI 


Oak Hill Novr. 24th 1813 


After a silence I should be ashamed of my much loved Ellen ; 
if my conscience did not acquit me of any reprehensible neg- 
ligence, or remissness; I once more take up my pen to greet 
the friends I love; and converse on paper with you my dear 
girl. I flattered myself some time ago, that we should take 
Warrenton in our way to the old Metropolis of Virginia; but 
like many other air built castles, this has tumbled to the 
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ground; for we expect a hack to meet us in a few days at 
Col. Tarry’s, to carry us to Richmond; so your little village will 
be greatly out of our way; and at this season of the year travel- 
ing with children; we wish to go the shortest rout, least we 
should encounter bad weather. Not seeing those I value so 
highly again, while in this part of the world disappoints me 
more than I can tell; for when James River rolls his stream 
between us; it appears an impassible barrier; at least it takes 
me a long time to get over that, and the long road that separate 
you, and your old friend. Old indeed you would think me my 
Ellen, if you were to see me seated as I am at this moment; 
with my feet on a pillow; screwing, and twisting my face into 
an hundred wrinkles. I often remind myself of the picture, 
of the old gouty Licentiate Sedillo; in the Romance of Gil 
Blas ; but what cant be cured you know must be indured; and 
I am thankful it is no worse; they have been better than are 
now ; and I thought they were getting well; but I was mistaken, 
for they are almost as painful as ever. I should not mind the 
spasms, and twitches, I am tormented with; if I was not afraid 
it would spoil my fortune; for how can the beaux think of a 
creature who is continually grunting and complaining of her 
toes? and who perhaps would often startle them in their finest 
speeches ; by jumping as if a wasp had stung her, and when 
tenderly inquired the cause of her agitation, would they not 
shudder when I told them my legs hurt me? and be as much 
confounded, as the above mentioned hero was; when he dis- 
covered his sweetheart had a cancer in her back. Ah, you 
may laugh if you please; but it is a shocking reflection for a 
beautiful creature just come out; and now in the market, to 
labour under such horrid disadvantages. I actually am afraid 
I shall never have it in my power to invite you to my wedding, 
unless my feet get i nsuch a situation, as to enable me to shine 
forth with my accustomed elegance and grace and dazzle the 
male creatures in the great world, when I emerge from these 
woods and wilds, with my resplendent charms. When I fin- 
ished the last sentence my Ellen, I was forced to lay down my 
pen; as the last rays of sun had ceased to give me light; and 
I now resume it when, every eye is closed, and the pale moon 
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and stars, witness my employment; and notwithstanding Mor- 
pheus begins to shed his poppies over me, as the poets I be- 
lieve express it, yet I prefer scribbling to my dear girl, to 
yielding to his influence; but as he is said to be the power 
who occasions dreams; if I could be sure that I should in my 
sleep, be made acquainted with the exact situation at this time ; 
of my beloved wanderer, my darling son, my much loved sailor 
boy ; I should again throw down my pen, and endeavour to find 
out where he is; but perhaps that would be wrong; for I ought 
to be contented in ignorance; satisfied that he is in the care of 
that merciful Being, who will never desert those who put their 
trust in him; and that I do, without a shadow of doubt, from 
the inmost recesses of my soul. I got a letter from my no less 
valued Doctor, my beloved George; he is still at Norfolk in 
the Constellation ; tho’ he says, his Capn. is determined to try 
and get out to sea. I hope he will relinquish that idea; as I 
think they are much better in port during the winter; but the 
all-powerful reigns Omnipotent in all seasons, and situations ; 
on him I rely, and try to be happy; for His goodness to us has 
been proved, by the assistance He has given our little Navy; 
and I will hope for a continuation of his bounty. You can guess 
my sensations at this time, by recollecting your own during 
the absence of our valued Sam; but when you met him your 
pleasure was without alloy; for you did not anticipate future 
voyages and heart rending separations; for I observed with 
pleasure one line in your letter; ‘my dear Sam is once more 
on this side of the Atlantic, never to cross it again”; most 
sincerely do I wish he never may; for I am so much interested 
in all that concerns him; that I should be sorry if he ever 
left his native shores hereafter, in search of that dross which 
occasions such misery in the world; and induces the poor 
animals who inhabit it, to explore unknown regions; and in- 
dure all the vicissitudes they are exposed to; for this they will 
parch under the line, or freeze at the poles; for money, how 
many traverse the sandy deserts and plough the boisterous 
Main ; when if they would only think so, they might be happy 
at home; but so it was, is now, and ever will be. I doubt not; 
so it is vain to moralize about it. And I wish we both had 
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enough to prevent those we love from wandering in search of 
it. I hope we shall see Sam in Richmond ; towards which place 
we begin our perigrinations tomorrow; and I assure you the 
prospect of meeting him is a source of pleasure to me; and I 
hope I shall not be disappointed. Cannot either you, or my 
dear Rachel, and Solomon visit the Metropolis before we leave 
it? I need not tell you how it would delight your two friends. 
Where and how is Moses? well I hope; but as lazy with his pen 
as ever. Solomon too I fear begins to follow his brother’s 
example; but tell him I beg he will not do so, for altho’ he 
is his elder, he must not let him lead him astray. This part 
of the world is so barren of incidents, that I have nothing new 
to tell you; and as I begin to be noddy, as Brigs says; and 
this epistle must take its departure in the morning, in order 
to begin its journey, and find its way to Warrenton; I will bid 
you good night; beg you to present Sally’s love and mine; 
to your beloved parents, brothers and sisters; assure you we 
love you dearly, and sign my name after I tell you, I am with 
truth your sincere friend

Richmond January the 16th 1813 


Had any person seven years ago have told us Ellen; that 
we could have been five days so near each other, without meet- 
ing ; would we have believed them? I should not I assure you, 
nor should it have been the case now, could I have gone to see 
you but Mr. Sinclair’s indisposition has precluded that; but 
what, let me ask you, has kept you away? I can very readily 
account for your not coming the evening you were at last in- 
vited. I lament the cause; but cannot remedy it. It is a pity, 
as Lord Derford says, that we cannot have persons and things, 
as we want them. I wish we could have a long talk together, 
as the Indians term it; if the ground becomes dry enough do 
come and let us take a walk together. Mr. S. very frequently 
expresses his surprise that we do not see more of you; and 
least he should think we did not love each other; as much 
as he had been taught to think we did; I told him all my 
suspicions; he only shook his head, and was silent.

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FUNERAL OF MRS. G. W. P. CUSTIS AND 
DEATH OF GENERAL R. E. LEE 


DESCRIBED IN CONTEMPORARY LETTERS 


[We are indebted to Mrs, Augustus Loughborough, of Mc- 
Lean, Va., the owner of the original letters, for permission 
to publish them, and to Miss Juliet Fauntleroy, of Alta- 
vista, Va., for obtaining this permission and for copying 
them. Mrs. Mary Lee Custis, daughter of William and Anne 
(Randolph) Fitzhugh, of “Chatham”, and wife of G. W. P. 
Custis, of “Arlington”, died April 23, 1853. Bishop Meade 
said of her: “Scarcely is there a lady in our land more hon- 
ored than she was, and none more loved and esteemed. For 
good sense, prudence, sincerity, benevolence, unaffected piety, 
disinterested zeal in every good work, deep humility and re- 
tiring modesty, I never knew her superior”. A note concern- 
ing these letters states that the one in regard to Mrs. Custis’ 
funeral was written by William H. Fitzhugh, of “Ravens- 
worth”, but he died in 1830. It was probably by his widow, 
at whose death in 1874, the “Ravensworth” estate passed to 
Mrs. Lee’s children. | 


Mrs. H. FirzHuGu, or “RAVENSWoRTH” (?) TO 
Mrs. Assy NEtson [1853] 
My dear Abby, 

I hope you all had a pleasant journey home and that you are 
experiencing some benefit from your little trip. But it must 
seem as you look back upon it rather as a sad dream than a 
reality. 

William accompanied Mrs. Lee to Arlington, and I was 
surprised at the report he brought me (on his return) of her 
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calm and collected conduct. You know it was early in the 
morning that they went over and the family had not break- 
fasted. On learning that prayers had not been read she or- 
dered the bell to be rung and herself conducted the morning 
worship. After breakfast she went with William to mark 
out the spot where the precious remains were to be buried. 
She fixed upon one between the road leading to the Park, and 
the gate. This gate opens into the road leading to the old school 
house. There the grave was made. As it was important to 
keep Mr. Custis very quiet a private funeral was determined 
upon. And at 12 o’clock on Wednesday two or three friends 
from Alexandria [illegible] W. [illegible]: sons from the 
neighborhood, Mr. Randolph & his family, William and my- 
self assembled to see them pay a tribute of respect to the 
mother of our beloved friend. After an impressive address 
by Mr. Dana, and the offering of the usual prayers, the precious 
remains, borne by Austin, Lawrence, Daniel and Ephraim 
[negroes], followed by the family, those I have mentioned, and 
a long train of weeping servants, were conveyed to their last 
resting place. As I stood by that open grave the thought that 
only her body rested there forcibly struck me and as I reflected 
upon the happiness of her departed spirit 1 almost forgot to 
mourn. Each friend by the request of Mrs. Lee was supplied 
with bouquets of flowers and as the coffin was lowered into the 
grave these were thrown in upon it. 


Mrs. R. E. Lee to Miss Mary MEADE 

12th October 1870 

My dear Cousin Mary: I have been thinking of writing 
to you for a long time but this day of my great sorrow I feel 
that I can do nothing else & I must do something. I have 
prayed & wept till my fountain of tears seems dried up & 
all my prayers to spare my husband’s life have been unan- 
swered so that I can only now pray Thy will oh God be done 
for me & mine. This morning at 10 o’clock he expired. The 
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papers may have given you some account of his illness but 
rather an incorrect one, so I will commence & tell you all the 
details, knowing how deeply you will be interested in them & 
how you will sympathize with me. On the evening of the 
29th the same time when that terrible storm commenced, was 
our regular church evening & after it was over a very pro- 
tracted vestry meeting of rather an exciting nature. The 
Gen’l had been unusually occupied all day so much so as not 
to have had any time for recreation except a little snooze after 
dinner in his arm chair. When I went into tea at 7 he had not 
returned & I sat down to my sewing waiting for him. About 
half past 7 we heard him come in, put his hat & coat as usual 
in his room & then as he entered the dining room, I said you 
have kept us waiting a long time what have you been doing? 
He stood up at the foot of the table to say grace but did not 
utter a sound & sank back on a chair. I said “you look very 
tired let me pour you out a cup of tea” but finding he made 
no reply & seeing an expression on his face that alarmed me, 
I called Custis who asked him if he wanted anything & on 
his failing to make any reply we sent off immediately for the 
Dr. who had been at the same vestry meeting & he sent for 
the other one too, in the course of 15 minutes we had both here, 
& they applied cold cloths to his head & hot applications to his 
feet & got him undressed & put in bed, whil eundressing he 
seemed perfectly conscious & helped to pull off his things but 
didn’t speak & slept almost continuously for 2 days & nights 
the Drs. thinking that his attack proceeded from overstrained 
nerves & only required rest but finding he did not improve as 
they had hoped, they cupped him & gave him medicine which 
roused him somewhat & they confidently expected his recovery 
he did not speak except a few words occasionally, but always 
greeted me with an outstretched hand & kindly pressure, took 
his food with some pleasure & we vainly thought was getting 
on comfortably, but on Sunday night he suddenly became 
worse & so rapidly as to cause serious alarm became almost 
insensible & lay in that condition until Tuesday night when 
all hope was relinquished indeed Tuesday morning they had 
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none we all sat up all night every moment almost expecting 
to be his last. He lay breathing most heavily & the Dr. said 
entirely unconscious of pain. I sat with his hand in mine all 
moist with heavy perspiration & early in the morning came 
into my room to change my clothes & get a cup of tea, when 
I went back he lay in much the same condition, only there 
were some more severe struggles for breath—these became 
more frequent and intense & after 2 very severe ones, his 
breath seemed to pass away gently & he so loved & admired 
now lies cold & insensible. We all prayed God so fervently 
to prolong a life so important to his family & country but He 
in his mysterious Providence thought best to call him to those 
mansions of Rest which he has prepared for those who love 
& serve Him & oh what a rest to his toilsome & eventful life, 
so humble was he as a Christian that he said not long ago 
to me he wished he felt sure of his acceptance. I said all who 
love & trust in the Savior need not fear. He did not reply 
but a more upright & conscientious Christian never lived. 
He has been for the last two years fully impressed with the 
belief that he should not live long, but I thought it was only 
because he did not feel well & I did not feel as if he could die 
at least before me, & was selfish enough to wish that I might 
be spared what I now endure, thinking too my life was of so 
little importance compared to his, nothing could add to his 
estimation in the hearts of his countrymen & yet I was am- 
bitious enough to hope the day might come when in a political 
sense at least he might again be its Deliverer from the thraldom 
which now oppresses it. By our country I mean the South. 

We have as yet made no plans but I shall remain here at 
least all the winter. The trustees of the College have some 
time ago offered me this House we live in but I declined it 
& shall only remain here for the present till we decide upon 
our future plans. The kindness of every one is unceasing 
but oh cousin Mary life seems to me so aimless now, so blank. 
Everything in the house was always done with a reference 
to his comfort, his wishes & now there seems to be no object 
in having anything done. We telegraphed to Rob & Fitzhugh 
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who I hope will get here either Friday or Saturday morning 
also to Mary, but I have no hope she will get here before the 
funeral is over. The body placed in a metalic coffin will be 
placed in a vault in the chapel to be removed wherever I may 
desire at some future time. I have not spoken of the fearful 
storm which has desolated all this country, you will see ac- 
counts of it in the newspapers—he lay all unconscious of that. 
Many persons here have been entirely ruined. Many lives lost 
at Lynchburg. Poor Virginia seems not to have filled as yet 
the cup of her sorrows. The visitations of Providence seem 
to be increased upon her flood & flame. The world does in- 
deed seem to be completely stirred up & were we not assured in 
Scripture that the Millenium had to come before the great 
day when the elements would melt with fervent heat we might 
suppose it was now coming to a close. You and I my dear 
cousin I trust in the mercy of God may be safely sheltered ere 
that day, in the company of the Redeemed & with so many 
of our loved ones who have gone before. Will you give my 
affectionate love to Fanny & Philip & tell Fanny I was much 
comforted about them by her last letter which I intended to 
answer but really have not had time. When you write tell 
me where they are & how they are satisfied. Love to all 
dear friends in Clarke. I know they will all mourn with me, 
for we have a common sorrow. I pray that his noble example 
may stimulate our youth to a course of uprightness which never 
wavered from the path of duty at any sacrifice of ease or 
pleasure & so long too has the will of God been the guiding 
star of his actions. I have never so truly felt the purity of 
his character as now when I have nothing left me but its mem- 
ory, a memory which I know will be cherished in many hearts 
beside my own. I may soon follow him but his children what 
a loss to them. I pray his death may be blessed to them for 
dearly they all loved him.

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VIRGINIA COUNCIL JOURNALS, 1726-1753 


(Notes continued from XXXIV, 357) 


"The genealogy of the Cocke family (or rather families) prepared 
by Dr. Southall and published in this Magazine, is a remarkable piece 
of work, when the field to be covered is considered. But there were 
many branches he did not treat of fully and many details which did not 
come to his attention. A number of accounts prepared by various people 
and notes from records of various counties, etc., will be given here. It 
is understood that, for some years past, a member of the Cocke family 
has been making a most careful study preparatory to writing a history 
of the family. 


“Richard and Anne (Bowler) Cocke had (as is shown by the will of 
Richard Cocke, 1706) at least two children, Bowler and Tabitha. 


FourtH GENERATION 


Bowler Cocke, of Bremo, was clerk of Henrico County in 1728 to 
1738. In 1733 he sold certain lands which he states in the deed was 
granted to his father, Richard Cocke, in 1706. He married Sarah 

, and they had issue, first, Ann, born at Bowler’s farm on the 
Rappahannock River, June 18th, 1720. Second, Susanna, born at Bremo, 
November 6th, 1722; died in October following. Third, Tabitha, born 
September 25th, 1724. Fourth, Bowler, born March 7th, 1726. Fifth, 
Sarah, born February 6th, 1728. Sixth, Elizabeth, born May 15th, 1731. 
And seventh, Richard, born March 7th, 1733, and died in twenty-five 
days. Eighth, Charles, born September oth, 1735, and died August 4th, 
1739. (These dates are from the fragment of the Henrico Parish 
Register.) Bowler Cocke, the father of these children, died about 
Aug. 20, 1771. 


FirtH GENERATION 


Bowler Cocke, Jr., of Bremo, born March 7th, 1726, was appointed 
Clerk of Henrico County, February, 1749 to 1750. There is recorded in 
Henrico, a deed dated March 3ist, 1769, from Bowler Cocke, the elder, 
of Shirley, to his son Bowler Cocke, Jr., of Bremo, conveying thirty- 
seven slaves. He is stated by the Virginia Gazette to have died in April, 
1772. Bowler. Cocke, Jr., was a member of the House of Burgesses for 
Henrico, 1758, 1761, 1764 and 1765. He had issue, according to old 
letters, in the Virginia Historical Society Collections, first William, 
second Bowler, third Sarah, who married Massie. The Virginia Gazette 
notes the marriage in 1778 of Sarah, daughter of Col. Bowler Cocke, 
Jr., of Bremo, 10 Major Thomas Massie. 
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SixtH GENERATION 


Bowler Cocke, of “Turkey Island”, made his will March ist, 1812, 
proved in Henrico, September 7th, 1812. Directs his executors to sell 
ten thousand acres of land in Lincoln County, Kentucky. States that 
his brother William and himself own four thousand acres in Randolph 
County, Va., part of forty thousand acres which was deeded to him as 
assignee of Foster Webb, and which was sold at auction to pay a debt 
for said Webb, to Mr. Carter of Shirley. Bequests to his daughters, 
Rebecca C. and Lucy Webb Cocke, to his wife all his title to the negroes 
which were owned before her marriage. Son Bowler F. Cocke, daughter 
Sallie W. Dandridge, and the children of his daughter, Betsy F. Coles, 
deceased. 


SEVENTH GENERATION 


Bowler F. Cocke, of “Strawberry Plain”, will dated June 3rd, 1825, 
proved July 5th, 1825, legatees, son Bowler (not of age), daughters 
Rebecca and Elizabeth, appoints his friend, John Stagg, guardian to his 
daughters and Gurdon H. Buckers one of his executors. 


E1cHtH GENERATION 


Elizabeth Cocke married first, Joseph Henderson, June 11, 1839, re- 
corded in Memphis, Tenn. Issue: one daughter, Catherine. Joseph 
Henderson died in 1843. On Oct. 7th, 1846, Elizabeth Henderson mar- 
ried Jarman M. Fletcher. Issue: one son, Claude, and three daughters: 
Annie, Ida and Elizabeth, all dead except Ida. 


NintH GENERATION 


Catherine Henderson married first, Tighlman H. Bunch of Memphis, 
Tenn., Nov. 20th, 1860. Issue: one daughter, Laura Tate, and one 
son, Tighlman Howard. T. H. Bunch, Sr., died in 1866. Catherine 
Bunch married again, in 1871, Edwin Henry Skipwith, of Little Rock, 
Arkansas. No children.” 


The following notes from Henrico County records relate to the 
several Bowler Cockes 
Will of Bowler Cocke of “Turkey Island”. Executors are desired 
to dispose of 10,000 acres of land in Lincoln County, Ky. My brother, 
William Cocke, and myself own 4,000 acres in Randolph County, Va., 
part of 40,000 acres decreed to me as assignee of Foster Webb and 
sold at auction to pay a debt due to Mr. Carter of Shirley from said 
Webb. The testator directs how the 10,000 and 4,000 acres shall be 
sold to pay certain debts.

/ not 20 years of age. Daughters Rebecca and Elizabeth. Friend John 
Stagg, guardian to daughters. Dated June 3, 1825, proved July 5, 1825. 
Marriage Bond, Henrico, November 18, 1797, Walter Coles and Eliza 
F., daughter of Bowler Cocke of “Turkey Island”’. 
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Marriage Bond, Jan. 4, 1808, Bowler F. Cocke and Eliza Agnes 
Pleasants Heath [Heth]. 

Deed Oct. 1783 from Bowler Cocke of Bremo to Charles Carter, in 
regard to the property of Foster Webb. 

Deed 1807 from Bowler Cocke and Sally his wife. 

Deed, March 1808, from Bowler Cocke, conveying in trust the land 
he lives on called “Turkey Island”, 1,400 acres. 

In April, 1814, B. F. Cocke, executor of Bowler Cocke, sold Turkey 
Island to Pickett. 

Deed March 31, 1769, from Bowler Cocke the elder, of Shirley, con- 
veying to his son, Bowler Cocke, Jr., of Bremo, 37 male and female 
slaves. 

Deed, July 1748, from Bowler Cocke, the elder, to his son, Bowler 
Cocke, the younger, 96 acres in Curles Swamp. 

Col. Bowler Cocke, Jr., of Bremo, had a daughter, Sarah, who in 
1778 married Major Thomas Massie. 

Richard Cocke, of Henrico, died May 11, 1820, aged 67 years. 

Bowler F. Cocke, of Strawberry Plain, Henrico, separated in 1825 
from his wife, Mary B. 

Col. Bowler Cocke, Sr., married, secondly, Elizabeth, widow of John 
Carter, of “Shirley”, but there was no issue by this marriage. 


4a. David Patteson was a member of a family which settled at an 
early date in New Kent and later spread through various counties to 
the westward. There is a genealogy in James Branch Cabell’s The 
Majors and their Marriages. 

The following are notes from Chesterfield county: 

Inventory of estate of Mary Patteson, valued at £339-3-2, including 
“a parcel of books” at 24 shillings. 

Will of David Patteson, Jr., of the town of Manchester, County of 
Chesterfield. To sister Frances a neat handsome mourning ring. To 
brother Samuel my sword and a brace of pistols, the sword that was 
presented me by my father and pistols by my sincere friend Paul Nash. 
To my beloved friend and benefactor Rev. Needler Robinson a mourn- 
ing ring and request that he preach my funeral sermon. All rest of my 
estate to my beloved wife Elizabeth. Wife, Daniel Beasley and Benj 
Hatcher, executors. Dated June 1, 1803, proved Jan. 13, 1806. The 
executors named relinquished and David Patteson, Sr., qualified as 
administrator. 

Will of James A. Patteson of Chesterfield Co. To wife Martha 
two negroes, three horses, the riding carriage and harness, half the 
stock of cattle, hogs and sheep and half the household and kitchen 
furniture forever. Lend wife during life, the tract of land where 
I live together with five negroes; but 5 acres of land is to be reserved 
adjoining the same quantity conveyed to me by Wm. Brown, dec’d. 
Which 10 acres is to remain a seat for mills or other work; one half 
interest in the same I do direct my executors to convey to the heirs 
and representatives of the late Joseph Brown, dec’d. All the remainder 
of my estate shall be sold and out of such sale I give to each of my 
five children, Henry, David, Samuel, John and Sarah Ann $1000. Par- 
ticular attention to be paid to the education of my children. Rest to be 
divided among my six children William [etc.], Wife Martha, son 
William, and friend David Patteson executors. Dated Sept. 25, 1815, 
proved April 14, 1817. One of the executors called Wm. A. Patteson, 
evidently the son William. 
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Will of David Patteson of Chesterfield County. To my beloved 


wife Elizabeth Ann a negro girl, also my riding carriage and harness 
and a pair of horses now used with it; also the crop of corn, fodder and 
oats which may be on hand at the time of my death; also lend her 
for life the use of 600 acres where I now live (except about 60 acres 
on which my son Samuel has built and resides) and also 15 negroes, 
two mules, 20 head of sheep, 10 head of cattle, a pair of the best oxen 
and the stock of hogs, the plantation utensils and all the house hold 
and kitchen furniture. To son Samuel (after the death of his mother) 
the 600 acres being the whole of the tract I now own, on condition 
that half an acre including the burial ground is reserved for that pur- 
pose to all my family. I also give to my said son my library of books 
and all the interest which I hold in lands in Kentucky with my brother 
Charles, which has fallen to me as joint heir of my brothers Richard, 
Jonathan and Samuel. 

I give to my daughter Elizabeth S. Austin $200. To daughter Frances 
Gilham a negro girl for the express purpose of taking care of my 
poor little granddaughter Eliza Ann. To granddaughter Betsy Ann 
Branch a negro girl. 

To grandson Christopher Branch $200. To granddaughter Martha 
M. Friend a negro girl. To granddaughter Lucy F. Branch $100. My 
3 lots in Manchester to be sold and out of such sales $75. to be given 
to each of my daughters Lucy Winfree and Frances Sullivan, residue 
of my estate to be equally divided between my son Samuel and my 
daughters Mary Branch, Martha Patteson, Lucy Winfree and Frances 
Sullivan. In making division of negroes my old people are to be kept 
together as husband and wife. Son Samuel and friends James W. 
Winfree and Richard Gilliam executors. Dated Dec. 30, 1819. 

Codicil: April 20, 1820. In addition to above I appoint my respected 
grandson Wm. A. Patteson, executor. Instead of a negro girl grand- 
daughter Betsy Ann Branch to have $200, and to granddaughter Martha 
M. Friend $200 instead of a negro. Proved May 4, 1821. 

Nov. 8, 1824. Archer Traylor adm. of Nelson Patteson, dec’d. 

Will of Samuel Patteson of Chesterfield County. No division of 
estate until son David Jordan is of age or daughter Susan Elizabeth is 
married. To wife one third of estate for life, remainder equally be- 
tween son and daughters. Whole property to be sold—the tract Laurel 
Meadows where I live and the tract called Atkinson’s and the interest in 
the Kentucky lands which was divised me by my father to be sold. 
— James W. Winfree sole ex. Dated June 30, 1830, pr. Sept. 
13, 1830. 

Deed Sept. 12, 1766 from Wm. Byrd of Westover to James Patteson 
of Chesterfield Co. Land on Pohite Creek and James River, 732 acres. 

Deed from Wm. Byrd to David Patteson of Chesterfield 73 half acre 
lots in Manchester. June 19, 1775. 

Deed May 2, 1775 from Vincent Markham to David Patteson 903 1-3 
acres in Chesterfield. 

Inventory of estate of James Patteson of Chesterfield Co. dec’d. 6 
negroes in Chesterfield, 16 in Cumberland, 7 in Amherst; large estate 
in household property in Chesterfield. Cattle in Cumberland, Chester- 
field and Amherst. 

Will of James Patteson of Chesterfield—to wife for life the tract on 
James River I purchased of Wm. Byrd, Esq. and after her death to 
my son Nelson Patteson, said tract containing 735 acres. To son Nelson 
Patteson tract of land on Appomattox River 400 acres I purchased of 
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Hutchins Burton known as Let Alone, also all that tract on James 
River in Amherst, 400 acres I purchased of David Patteson, also 400 
acres on Appomattox River I purchased of Hutchins Burton and Robt. 
Williamson. To daughter Sarah Patteson one negro girl. After my 
wife’s marriage or death remainder of estate to be equally divided 
between two children. Wife Mary probably pregnant. He makes 
provision for such child. Wife, friend Thomas Prosser and Charles 
Patteson, son of David Patteson, executors. 

Dated Feb. 23, 1767, David Patteson Jr. a witness. pr. April court 
1767. 

Deed March 25, 1754 from Field Bradshaw, of Cumberland, to Gideon 
Patterson of Goochland, conveying 330 acres in Cumberland on both 
sides of Deep Creek [though the members of this family seem always 
to have written their name “Patteson”, clerks and others frequently 
wrote it “Patterson”.] 

Deed Sept. 24, 1753, from Samuel Scott, of Cumberland to Gideon 
Patterson, of Goochland, conveying 90 acres on the south side of 
Muddy Run, Cumberland. 

Deed Aug. 20, 1758, from Edward Scott, to Gideon Patterson, both 
of Cumberland, conveying 500 acres on Muddy Creek. 

Deed Feb. 19, 1756, from Robert Williamson, of Henrico County, 
to James Patteson, conveying 200 acres in Cumberland. 

Deed March 10, 1760, from Gideon Patteson, of Cumberland, to 
John Winfrey, conveying 248 acres in Cumberland.

Deed Aug. 2, 1798 from Nelson Patteson of Cumberland, to David 
Burton 101 acres on Appomattox River, where Nelson Patteson lives. 

Marriage Bond, Dec. 31, 1806, Charles C. Patteson, son of Charles 
Patteson, to Judith Ann, daughter of Edward Scruggs. 

From Records of Lunenburg County. 

Will of Jonathan Patteson, of St. Peter’s parish, New Kent Co., 
dated March 19, 1767, proved in Lunenburg County, May 12, 1774. 
Legatees: son Richard land adjoining William Daingerfield and Mary 
Patteson’s plantation, son David £200 now in my son Jonathan’s hands; 
son Charles £200 now in my son Jonathan’s hands; son Samuel, daughters 
Frances, Sarah and Ann. Wife Elizabeth and sons Jonathan and David, 
Executors. 

Deed, Oct. 1763, from Jonathan Patteson, the elder, and Mary his 
wife, of New Kent County. 
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The following members of this family sat in the Virginia Legislature 
and Conventions: David R. Patteson, Nelson Co., House 1812-13, 
1813-14, 1825-26; Camm Patteson, Buckingham and Cumberland, House 
1893-04, Senate 1904-06, Charles Patteson, Buckingham, Conventions 
1776, 1788, House 1776, 1777, 1781-2, 1784-5, 1787-8; David Patteson, 
Buckingham, House 1806-7, 1807-8, 1808-9, 1809-10; David Patteson, 
Chesterfield Convention 1788, House 1785-6, 1791, 1792, 1793; David 
W. Patteson, Augusta, House 1820-21, 1821-2, 1825-6, Senate 1826-7, 
1827-8, 1828-9, 1829-30, 1830-31, 1831-2, 1832-3, 1833-4, 1834-5, 1835-6, 
1836-7, 1838 (Jan.), 1839 (Jan.); Reuben B. Patteson, Buckingham, 
House 1821-2, 1822-3, 1823-4, 1824-5, 1825-6, 1826-7, 1827-8; Jonathan 
Patteson, Lunenburg, Convention 1788; S. S. P. Patteson, Richmond

* The Sorrell family was resident in James City County in the latter 
half of the Seventeenth century and later removed to Westmoreland 
County, though still retaining land in James City. A “Mr. Sorrell” 
owned land in the last named county in 1663. In 1704 Mary Sorrell 
owned 500 acres in James City County and Thomas Sorrell 300. 

Thomas Sorrell was deputy clerk of Westmoreland in 1714. He was 
probably the Thomas Sorrell of Westmoreland, whose will was proved 
there Feb. 22, 1726. The following is an abstract: To son James 
the land I live on; all my lands at the head on Nominy where I for- 
merly lived to my son John, and also to him the land devised me by 
my father-in-law Daniel Occany; to my son James the land in James 
City County which my honored father John Sorrell devised to me and 
also one third of my mill. Two thirds of my mill to son John. To my 
nephew Thomas Sorrell, the land where John Hollaway now lives, on 
condition that my nephew quit claim title to the land adjoining my 
dwelling seat, which he has promised. 

I have purchased the land in James City County devised by my father 
to my brother John Sorrell, deceased. To my loving consort all her 
wearing apparel, rings, etc., horse, saddle and furniture, the use of 
three slaves and all my other estates during my children’s minority, 
she clothing, maintaining and educating them. All rest of estate equally 
between wife and children. To son John, two negroes and to son James, 
after his mother’s death, those given to her. To my aforesaid nephew 
and his sisters Elizabeth and Frances a mourning ring apiece ,and a 
prayer book to each. Bequests to daughters Ann and Winifred. 

Codicil, Aug. 8, 1725, son James to pay his brother John, 500 lbs. 
tobacco. proved in Westmoreland Feb. 22, 1726. 

Deed in Westmoreland, Dec. 24, 1772, from Thomas Sorrell and 
Martha his wife, of Westmoreland Co., conveying to John Turberville 
186 acres (the family burying ground excepted) on the North side of 
Nominy mill pond and on the South side of John A. Washington’s 
mill pond, adjoining land purcltased by Mr. John Bushrod from John 
Sorrell, the said land was inherited by Thomas Sorrell (party to the 
deed) from his father, the said John Sorrell. Signed Thomas and 
Million Sorrell. 

The will of Judith Sorrell was dated Feb. 6, 1786, and proved in 
a Feb. 28, 1786; legatees: her sons Thomas and James 
orrell. 

Doubtless a search of the Westmoreland records would secure much 
more information in regard to this family. 
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“In the William and Mary Quarterly, XIV, 130, 131, is printed the 
family Bible record of John Camm, of King and Queen and his children. 
John Camm and Mary Bullock were married, May 22, 1722, by Rev. 
Lewis Latane. Their children were: Ann, Mary (died in infancy), 
Mary, Elizabeth, John (died in infancy), John (died in childhood), 
Richard (died in childhood), Sarah, married Dr. John Walker, John 
(died in infancy). 

This was a different family from that of Rev. John Camm, of William 
and Mary College. 


“a In 1704 Thomas Winslow owned 150 acres in Essex and Henry 
Winslow 100 acres. Thomas Winslow, tailor, made a deed in Essex 
in 1703. His will was dated Jan. 25, 1725, and proved in Essex August, 
1736; legatees: sons Thomas (eldest), Benjamin, Richard and Joseph, 
wife Ann, and daughters Mary, Ann and Elizabtth. 

Benjamin Winslow then of Essex, married (License Nov. 22, 1726) 
Susanna, daughter of Capt. Harry Beverley, of Spotsylvania County. 
Deed Feb. 2, 1741, Benjamin Winslow, of Essex, Gent. sold lot 52 in 
Fredericksburg and on Sept. 16, 1746, Benjamin Winslow, Gent. and 
Susannah his wife sold, to Rev. James Marye, lot 55 in Fredericksburg. 
The will of Benjamin Winslow was dated Dec. 16, 1748, and proved in 
Essex, May 21, 1751. Legatees: wife, son Beverley, brother Richard 
Winslow and if Richard dies without heirs legacy to be divided be- 
tween Benjamin and Harry; son Harry, “all children”; “my two 
daughters”; son Benjamin; son Beverley. and Mr. Beverley Stanard 
appointed his guardians; daughter Susanna Beverley. In May 1751, 
Beverley Winslow, Beverley Stanard, Larkin Chew and Samuel Miller, 
gentlemen, gave bond as executors of Benjamin Winslow, deceased. 

There are on record in Spotsylvania deeds, one dated Dec. 15, 1751, 
in which Mrs. Susannah Winslow gives 595 acres to her son Beverley 
Winslow, and one dated October 1764, to her son Benjamin Winslow, 
both tracts being parts of a tract of 1,190 acres in Spotsylvania left 
her by her father, Harry Beverley. 

On Feb. 2, 1768, Benjamin Winslow of Spotsylvania, mortgaged 505 
acres and several negroes to his brother Beverley Winslow; but he 
evidently redeemed his land for on Jan. 26, 1772, Benjamin Winslow 
2 Orange County and Mary his wife sold it to Hancock Taylor “for 

00. 

Benjamin and Susannah (Beverley) Winslow had issue: 1. Beverley, 
2. Benjamin, 3. Harry, 4. Susanna Beverley, 5. daughter. 

Beverley Winslow, son of Benjamin, was commissioned Ist. Lieutenant 
of Foot in the Spotsylvania Militia, May 4, 1756. From the pension 
claim of Harry Chew it appears that Beverley Winslow commanded a 
company from Spotsylvania in Col. Thomas Mathew’s regiment four 
months during Arnold’s invasion of Virginia. On July 19, 1781, he 
was commissioned County Lieutenant of Spotsylvania. The name of 
Beverley Winslow’s wife does not appear in any record accessible at 
present. His will was dated Feb. 22, 1793, and proved in Spotsylvania 
April 3, 1793, by his two sons Thomas and William Winslow. Legatees: 
son Thomas; son William land in Orange; Robert Johnston of Ken- 
tucky; nephew Richard Parker land in Fayette County, Ky.; daughter « 
Elizabeth Winslow, daughter Mary Chew, daughter Catherine Robinson 
Winslow, daughter Agatha Beverley Nelson and her husband John 
Nelson, daughter Susanna and her husband, William Parker. 

In 1782, Wm. Winslow of Spotsylvania and his wife Peggy sold a 
tract of land. 
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The records of Orange would give further information in regard to 
the members of this family who settled there. From Orange some of 
the Winslows removed to Georgia. A family Bible record shows that 
Eliza Wyatt Winslow, who was born in Orange County, May 6, 1790, 
married 1st Brig.-General James Jackson of Burke County, Ga., and 
2d in that county on Jan. 23, 1813, Lewis Kennon (son of Charles 
Kennon and Mary his wife) who was born in Halifax Co., Va., June 
14, 1804. 

™» The first of this family to be traced in any extant Virginia record 
was Edmund Berkeley, of Gloucester County, who died in or before 
1674. There is in Middlesex county a deed, May 1, 1674, from John 
Mann, of Gloucester county and Mary, his wife, relict and adminis- 
tratrix of Edmund Berkeley, deceased, conveying a mill in Middlesex 
county. John Mann and his wife each made bequests to the latter’s 
son, Edmund Berkeley.

2. Epmunp* BerkeLey lived before 1713 in Petsworth parish, Glou- 
cester, and in that year removed to “Barn Elms”, on the Pianckatank in 
Middlesex county. He was evidently a very successful planter and a 
large exporter of tobacco. On March 19, 1713, Governor Spotswood 
wrote to the Lords of Trade that Mr. Edmund Berkeley had brought 
him the King’s letter for swearing and admitting him to the council. 
Spotswood would have acted on the order, as usual, but Berkeley de- 
manded precedence over all members of the Council who had been 
sworn in since the date of the letter. This the Governor would not do 
and Berkeley refused to accept unless his conditions were agreed to. 
This deadlock continued for a year and seems to have caused consid- 
erable stir both in the Colony and in London. Spotswood evidently 
thought that Berkeley’s appointment was due to the influence of Eng- 
lish merchants. In another letter, dated Dec. 1, 1714, Spotswood says, 
“Old Perry” (Micajah Perry, the great London, Virginia merchant), 
“really talks impertinently of the breach of my instructions. I think 
it is doing little honor to this country to have its Council appointed at 
the Virginia Coffee House.” He goes on to say that he thinks a 
governor is as good a judge of the qualifications of a councillor as a 
merchant in London who has no other rule to judge of a man’s worth 
than by the number of his tobacco hogsheads. Spotswood’s real ob- 
jection was intense disapproval of there being so many of one family 
(the Burwells and their connections) in the Council. Berkeley was, 
however, soon admitted and remained a member of that body until his 
death. He married, Dec. 1, 1704, Lucy (died Dec. 16, 1716 in her 33d 
aa daughter of Lewis Burwell, of “King’s Creek” and “Carter’s 

reek”. 

There are in existence two wills of this Edmund Berkeley—one cated 
in Gloucester in 1710 and the other in Middlesex in 1718. In Vols. 
VI and VII of the William and Mary Quarterly, are two contributions 
from Mr. F. N. Berkeley, including many interesting papers in regard 
to the earlier generations of the Berkeleys. The will of 1710 is the 
original and bears a wax seal with the Berkeley arms: a chevron be- 
tween ten crosses pattée, and crest: a unicorns head. 

The second will recorded in Middlesex is as follows: 

In the name of God Amen. I, Edmund Berkeley of the county of 
Middlesex, being Languishing in body but of sound mind & memory, 
Praised be to God for the same, do make this my last will & Testament

Hundred ninty eight acres of Land lying in King William County, 
bought of Whitehead Ryan, and joining to the Land aforesaid, to him 
and his male heirs, lawfully begotten forever; and in case of failure 
of such issue, then I give the said land unto my Son Edmund and to 
the male heirs of his Body, Lawfully begotten forever; and in case 
of his failure of such issue, then I give the land to my daughters as 
aforesaid. 

Item: I give unto my son Lewis one tract of land lying in King & 
Oe county, bought of Robert Peyton, in ye Same manner as afore- 
said.

Item: I give unto my three Daughters all the mony I now have in 
Great Britain, Virginia or elsewhere, and also what mony shall be 
raised by my Negroes and Stocks before my son Edmund shill arrive 
at the age of twenty-one years. 

Item: I give unto my Daughter Lucy one Negro woman called Moel 
and her son Phil. 

Item: I give unto my Daughter Mary one Negro girl about four 
years old. 

Item: I give unto my daughter Sarah one Negro girl about four 
years old, which girles I leave to be chose by my sister Armistead 
out of my Negroes. 

Item: I give unto my sons Edmund & Lewis the rest of my Negroes 
which are to be divided when my son Edmund shall arrive at the age 
of twenty-one years [sic], my son Edmd. having two parts, the other 
part for my son Lewis, which parts are to be divided by my executors.

My three daughters I leave to the care and management of my 
sister Armistead, and my two sons I would have kept at school until 
they arrive at ye age of twenty-one years. 

Item: It is my desire and I do appoint my well-beloved friends 
the Honble. William Bassett, Esqr., and Majr. Nathaniel Burwell and 
Henry Armistead, Executors of this my last will & testament, and in 
witness that this is my last will and Testament, I have hereunto set 
my hand and seal the fourteenth day of December one thousand seven 
hundred & eighteen. 

Item: It is my will that my executors Buy five negroes the next 
year to be put on the land I gave to my son Lewis in King William

Edmund Berkeley died Dec. 15, 1718. Edmund and Lucy (Burwell) 
Berkeley had issue: 3. Lucy, baptized May 17, 1709 (Abingdon Parish 
Register); 4. Mary, born May 24, 1711 (Abingdon Register); 4a 
Sarah, born Feb. 9, 1713 (Christ Church Parish Register) and died “ir in 
1739. The Virginia Gazette of November 9, 1736, has the following 
notice: “Yesterday was Fortnight Ralph Wormeley, of Middlesex 
County, Esq., a young Gentleman of a fine Estate was married to the 
celebrated Miss Sally Berkeley, a young lady of great beauty and 
fortune.” Not long ago Mr. J. E. Woodbridge, a descendant, gave the 
Virginia Historical Society a mourning ring made as a memorial of 
her and bearing her initials and the date of her death; 5 Edmund’; 
6. Lewis*, died unmarried, in 1745. His inventory recorded in Middle- 
sex March 4, 1744-5, included 23 books (at £5. 5), II negroes in 
Middlesex, 16 at Purton Quarter and 17 in King and Queen. The total 
value of the personal estate at these three places was £352. 12. 2. 
There was also sterling in the hands of Messrs. Hoswell and Hunt, 
London, per account May 8, 1745, £516. 12. 2, and additional property in 
King and Queen. 

5. EpmuNpb® Berxetey, of “Barn Elms”, was a member of the House 
of Burgesses for Middlesex at the sessions of August 1736, November 
1738, May 1740 and August 1740. He married, Nov. 26, 1728, Mary, 
daughter of Thomas Nelson, of Yorktown. The latter, in his will, 
proved in York county, 1745, gave his daughter, Mary Berkeley, £25 
sterling to buy “a house wench”, and £200 sterling to each of his grand- 
children, Edmund, Nelson, Mary, Sarah and Lucy Berkeley. He had, 
doubtless, already made a settlement on her at her marriage. Edmund 
Berkeley’s will or the administration on his estate should be of record 
in Middlesex. 

Edmund* and Mary (Nelson) Berkeley had issue: 7. Lucy, born June 
3, 1729; 8. Edmund‘; 9. Mary, born January 15, 1732-3, married April 
30, 1775, Dr. Corbin Griffin; 10. Nelson‘; 11. Sarah, born Jan. 27, 1741-2. 

8. Epmunp* Berxetey, of “Barn Elms”, was born Dec. 5, 1730. He 
married, 1st, Nov. 6, 1757, Judith, daughter of William Randolph, of 
“Tuckahoe”. By deed, May 26, 1757, Edmund Berkeley’s father settled 
on him twenty slaves, sharers and four half sharers and sixteen young 
ones, a tract of land in Gloucester, called Purton, land called Toney’s 
Quarter and Pine Top in King William, his land in King and Queen 
and all the stocks on the several plantations and promised to leave him 
forty slaves, half of them workers, and to build a convenient house 
for him in King William. Edmund® Berkeley married 2d, in 1768, 
Mary, daughter of Carter Burwell, of “The Grove”, James City county. 

Edmund‘ Berkeley was a member of the House of Burgesses for 
Middlesex at the sessions of July 1771, Feb. 1772, March 1773, May 
1774, and June 1775; of the Revolutionary Conventions of March and

Another account states that Mary married Tarleton 
Fleming. 

Issue, by 2d marriage: 15. Edmund, died in infancy; 16. William’, 
died in childhood or early manhood; 17. Norborne’, died in childhood 
or early manhood; 18. Carter B.°, died unmarried. He was a member 
of the House of Delegates from Middlesex 1810-11, inherited “Barn 
Elms”, which he advertised for sale in 1806; 19. Lucy N., married, 
Sept. 28, 1800, Henry Hefferman; 20. Elizabeth B., married, May 28, 
1801, Thomas E. Churchill, of “Wilton”, Middlesex county; 21. Alice, 
married ————— Fontaine; 22. Lewis’. 

22. Lewis’ BERKELEY, was born in 1777 and died May 15, 1836, at 
“Montout”, Loudoun county, to which he had removed from Middlesex. 
He married, in 1821, Frances Callender Noland and had issue: 

23. Edmund*; 24. William Noland*; 25. Norborne®; 26. Charles 
FS, Captain 8th Va. Infantry, C. S. A., died unmarried; 27. Mary, 
married Major Robert S. Cox, of Washington, D. C. 

23. EpmuNp*® BerkeLey, was Lt. Colonel, 8th Va. Infantry, C. S. A. 
He married Mary, daughter of Judge Thomas Lanier Williams, of 
Tennessee, and had several children, the oldest being Edmund’, a cadet 
of V. M. I. and at the battle of Newmarket. He married Julia Ramsey, 
of Mississippi, and had several children, the eldest being Alfred Rives* 
Berkeley. 

24. Noranp® BerKEeLtEy was Major, 8th Va. Infantry, 
C. S. A. He married Cynthia White, daughter of Brig. General Thomas 
A. Smith, U. S. A. His only son, Francis N. Berkeley, furnished, in 
1889, notes from which much of the material for this account is taken. 


In the same year Mrs. Mary Noland supplied an account of the de- 
scendants of 10. Nelson‘ Berkeley, of “Airwell’”’. 


25. NorsorNe* BerKELEy was Colonel, 8th Virginia Infantry, C. S. A. 
He married Lavinia (died Sept. 1, 1876) daughter of Dr. Edmund 
Berkeley, of Staunton, and had four sons. All the Berkeleys, who 
were officers in the 8th Va. were at Gettysburg and all wounded except 
Capt. Charles F. It is stated that at the end of the battle Captain 
Berkeley was left the senior officer of the regiment and that when 
the roll was called only seventeen men responded. 

10. Netson* BerKeLey (Edmund*), of “Airwell”, Hanover county, 
purchased 5,000 acres in that county and was living there before 1778, 
when he was appointed sheriff of the county. He married Elizabeth 
Wormeley, daughter of Landon and Elizabeth (Wormeley) Carter, 
of “Sabine Hall”. 

Issue: 28. Mary, born 1760, married General John Minor; 29. Eliz- 
abeth Wormeley, born 1762, died unmarried; 30. Edmund®, born 1764, 
died unmarried in 1820; 31. Nelson®; 32. Carter Burwell; 33. Wil- 
liam’; 34. Sarah W. B., born 1771, died unmarried, 35. Lucy Carter, 
born 1773, died unmarried; 36. Lewis’; 37. Robert®; 38. Elizabeth Lan- 
don, born 1778, died unmarried; 39. Landon Carter®, born 1780, married 
Lucy Sheppard and had one son Landon*®. Father, mother and son died 
within a few years of each other. 

31. Netson® BerKeLey was born in 1766, and died at the home of 
Mrs. Mary B. Latane, in Essex, Jan. 14, 1849. He married 1st, Mary, 
daughter of John Barret of Richmond and married 2d, Lucy Robinson. 
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Issue (1st m.): 40. Nelson’; (2d m.): 41. Mary Barret, who 
married Thomas Latane, of Essex county and had only one child, a 
daughter, who married Joseph, son of Warner Lewis, of Essex. They 
also had one daughter who married Dr. Kirk; 42. Edmund*; 43. Carter’; 
44. John’, died in infancy; 45. Susannah, died in infancy ; 46. Inde- 
pendence, born the 4th of July and died in infancy; 47. Betty Landon, 
died unmarried; 48. Catherine Robinson, married Philip Winston of 
Hanover county; 49. Sally Nelson, died unmarried; 50. William Henry’, 
married “Mary Jane Cooke, niece of a former rector of St. Martin’s 
parish, and “had numerous children.” 

32. Dr. Carter Burwett® BerKketey, of “Edgewood”, Hanover 
county, born 1768, died November 30, 1839. He graduated in medicine 
at Edinburgh. He married ist, Kate Spotswood (b. 1789), daughter of 
Charles Carter, of “Shirley”, and married 2d, Frances, daughter of 
Governor John Page, and widow of Thomas Nelson, Jr., of Yorktown. 

Issue (1st marriage): 51. Elizabeth Wormeley Carter, married 
Walker Taylor, of “Scotchtown”, Hanover county and had three chil- 
dren: Edmund Carter, Kitty Carter and Robert Randolph Taylor; 
52. Ann Butler, married a Berkeley (1st cousin); 52. Robert Carter’; 
53. Parke Farley’; 54. Catherine Frances, married Lucian Minor, son 
of General John Minor by his second wife, Lucy Landon Carter. There 
are many descendants from this marriage.

Carter Nelson®; 66. Edmund’. 

33. WutiraAM® BerKkeLey, of Prince Edward county, was born in 
1769. He was Treasurer of Virginia, 1803, etc. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Peyton and Lucy (Harrison) Randolph, of “Wilton”, 
Henrico county. 

Issue: 66. Mary Randolph, died unmarried; 67. Lucy Ann, died un- 
married; 68. Kidder*, died young; 69. Peyton "Randolph ; 70, "Landonia, 
“married but has no issue” (1889) ; 71. Betty Wormeley, married Edward 
Cunningham and left two children ; 72. Cornelia, “unmarried” (1889). 

36. Lewis® BerKetey, married Elizabeth Darracott. Issue: 73. Mary 
Sutton, married her first cousin, Richard F. Darracott and had no 
issue; 74. Nelson William’, died unmarried; 75. Landon Carter*®, died 
unmarried; 76. Elizabeth, died in infancy; 77. Landon Carter*, of Han- 
over county, married Sarah, daughter of John Campbell, of “Kirnan”, 
Westmoreland county, “and had numerous sons and daughters”; 78. 
Richard Farrell*, married Betsy Stapleton Price, and left two daughters; 
79. Thomas Edmund*, unmarried (1889) ; 80. Lewis*, unmarried (1889) ; 
81. Mary Carter, married James Shelton, “and had a number of 
children”. 

37. Dr. Rosert® BerKeLey married Julia, daughter of Robert Carter, 
of “Nominy”, Westmoreland county. Issue: 82. Elizabeth Wormeley, 
died unmarried; 83, Sophia Carter, “married one of her Carter cousins 
from the West and left two daughters”; 84. Robert*, died unmarried; 
85. Landon’, died unmarried; 86. Benjamin Tasker’, “married but left 
no children that I know of”; 87. Nelson’, died unmarried; 88. Julia, 
died unmarried at Lynchburg, Sept. 1853, ‘aged 73; 8o. Lucy, married 
Mr. Harris; 90. Frances, married Lucien Davis, “and had two children”. 

40. Netson® BERKELEY married Elizabeth Edmonia Churchill, of 
“Wilton”, Middlesex county, who died leaving a daughter, Mary Ed- 
monia Berkeley, seven months old. Mary E. Berkeley married Callender 
St. George Noland, U. S. N. They had issue: (Noland): Sinkler, 
died in infancy, Thomas Nelson Berkeley married Elizabeth, daughter of 
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William P. Mayo, of Ashland, Va., Catherine died in infancy, Frances 
died unmarried, Edmond Churchill died in infancy, John Barret died 
young, Margaret Barret and William Churchill. 

42. Epmunp* Berke.ey, married his first cousin, Elizabeth, daughter 
of Lewis and Elizabeth (Darracott) Berkeley. “The children of this 
marriage are too numerous to mention, being in different parts of Vir- 
ginia and other states” (Mrs. Noland, 1889). 

43. Carrer’ BerKeLey married Anne Butler, daughter of his uncle, 
Carter, and Kate (Carter) Berkeley and had issue: 90. Bedell’; 91. 
Frances ; 92. William’; 93. Isabella, and 94. Anne Carter. 

52. Ropert® Carter BerKELEy, married Catherine Smith, of Louisa 
county, and had issue: 91. William N."; 92. Robert Carter’; 93. 
Henry’; 94. Laura; 95. Lavinia. 

53. Rev. ParkKe® Fartey BERKELEY was born March 24, 1808, and 
died March 24, 1888. He was for nearly fifty years rector of Raleigh 
Parish, Amelia county. He married, in 1837, Mary Eppes, daughter 
of Richard N. Thweatt, of Chesterfield county and had issue: 95. 
Mary; 96. Nina; 97. Julian’; 98. Carter’. 

65. Dr. Carter NELSoNn*® BERKELEY, of Hanover county, married in 
1838, Ellen Reed, daughter of Joseph Mcllvaine of Philadelphia. 

66. EpmMuNb® BerkKeELey, of Staunton, Va., was born ————, and 
died Sept. 11, 1836. He married Mary, daughter of Judge Francis T. 
Brooke, and had issue: 99. Lavinia, married Col. Norborne Berkeley 
and died Sept. 1, 1876; 100. Kate, married William Iglehart, of An- 
napolis; 101. Carter’; 102. Edmund’. 

69. Dr. Peyton BerkeLey, of Prince Edward county, 
married in 1847 Jane, daughter of Nicholas Edmunds, of Charlotte 
county. Another account states that he married Miss Little, of Clarke 
county. In 1835 Dr. Peyton R. Berkeley married Julia Melford, of 
Petersburg. Doubtless he was married three times. The accoynt 
furnished in 1889 states that he had two sons, William and Robert, 
and that the former had a number of children and the latter none. A 
newspaper obituary states that William Randolph Berkeley (who was 
born Sept. 25, 1812) died at Oakland, his father’s residence in Prince 
Edward county, November 1833. Robert B. Berkeley and Alice, daughter 
of John Archer Scott, all of Prince Edward, were married in 1863. 
Col. William Randolph Berkeley, a distinguished lawyer, was murdered 
Dec. 27, 1872, by a man he was opposing in a law case. 

This was John Robinson (1683-1749), of “Piscataway”, Essex 
county, President of the Council and acting Governor. This is the 
first notice of his being Surveyor General. A genealogy of the Rob- 
inson family was published in this Magazine, Vols. 15-19. 

* Capt. Harry Beverley (d. 1730) of “Newlands”, Spotsylvania county, 
son of Major Robert Beverley, Clerk of the House of Burgesses. For 
a notice of him see this Magazine, III, 172-176. A genealogy of the 
family was published in this Magazine, Vols. 2, 3, 20, 21, 22. 

*. Mr. C. E. Kemper in his notes to “The Early Westward Move- 
ment of Virginia” (this Magazine, XIII, 114, 115) cites the protest 
made by Robert Carter, agent for the proprietors of the Northern 
Neck against this grant to Larkin Chew and others. “This protest 
was the first note in the long dispute between Lord Fairfax and the 
Crown in reference to the Southern boundary of the Northern Neck.” 


*» Moseley Batteley lived in Spotsylvania county at the time it was 
organized. In April, 1740, “Moseley Batteley, gent.” was commissioned 
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Captain of foot in Spotsylvania and on Nov. 6, 1750, of a troop of 
horse. He was appointed a justice in 1743. His will was dated Sept. 
31, 1757 and proved in Spotsylvania Dec. 5, 1758. Legatees: sons 
Samuel, John and Moseley, daughters Elizabeth and Ann, wife Mar- 
garet and daughter Frances Bryan. He married (license Spotsylvania, 
Oct. 22, 1758) Elizabeth Taliaferro. Unless Elizabeth Taliaferro was a 
widow he also married Elizabeth, daughter and, eventually, heiress of 
Samuel Matthews, of Richmond county (died 1718) a great grandson 
of Governor Samuel Matthews. There is on record in King George 
county a deed dated 1751, from Samuel Batteley, of Spotsylvania, con- 
veying, as heir to his mother, “only surviving child and heir-at-law of 
her father, Samuel Matthews”, 2,000 acres in King George county 
which had been patented by Lt. Col. Samuel Matthews in 1654. 

In Spotsylvania is a license, dated Jan. 31, 1749, for the marriage of 
Richard Bryan and Frances Batteley. The will of Elizabeth Batteley, 
of Spotsylvania, was dated Feb. 12, 1771, and proved May 16, 1771. 
Legatees: brother Moseley Batteley, sister Levinia Batteley, and nephew 
Samuel Hilldrup. States that Moseley and Levinia were her half- 
brother and sister. 


* Rev. John Skaife was minister of Stratton-Major Parish, King and 
Queen county from 1709 to 1736. In a report made to the Bishop of 
London, 1722, he stated that he had been a curate in England for four 
years and had been licensed for Virginia in 1708. He also reported that 
he had service every Sunday and that in fair weather commonly three 
hundred and upward attended. Communion was administered four times 
a year and there were about two hundred and twenty communicants. 
There were between 190 and 200 families in the parish. 

During Mr. Skaife’s encumbancy there were two churches—the Upper 
and the Lower. 

In 1759 it was determined that a new church should be built and in 
February 1760 the contract was let. The Vestry Book contains the 
specifications for the new church which was one of the largest in the 
Colony. It also contains a list of members of the congregation with 
the pews to which they were assigned. This is a very unusual feature 
in our colonial church records, and in this case gives us practically a 
plan of the church. The pews were large, seating from ten to fourteen 
persons. 

Extracts from the Vestry Book are printed below. The best account 
of the Parish is that contributed by the late E. L. Goodwin, D. D., to 
the Southern Churchman, of Oct. 17, 1901. 


“At a Vestry held for Stratton Major Parish the 27th day of Feb’y 


1760—Present 
The Rev'd William Robinson 
John Robinson Esqr. Willm. Hunt

It was farther agreed that a Church should be built on some part of 
the old field belonging to the Hon. Richard Corbin Esq. called Goliahs 
80 foot long, 50 foot wide in the clear, the foundation to be begun 5 
bricks thick & so continue to the surface of the earth from thence 4% 
bricks thick to the water table which is to be 4 foot above the top of 
the earth, thence 4 bricks thick to 27 foot pitch from the surface of 
the earth, the Isles to be laid with the same kind of stone of that in 
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the present Church, a door in the North & South sides, twelve foot 
high & six foot wide from oute, one door in the West End 16 foot high 
& 3 foot wide, 5 Compass windows in each side and two at the East 
13 foot high & 5 foot wide to be glazed with the best London Crown 
glass to contain 32 lights in the square part, 2 windows in the West 
End convenient for the Gallery. The flooring of the pews etc to be 
laid with well seasoned quartered pine plank clear of sap on good white 
Oak sleepers, the wainscot for pews to be well seasoned pine or cypress 
plank raised on one Diameter at the bottom of the shaft to be fluted 
& the capitols of the Dorick order, a gallery at the West End 13 foot 
wide to be divided into sets of pews with stairs to go up on each side 
the roof to be raised on brick Gable ends to be carried up 2 bricks thick 
from the main body. To be well framed with Poplar or Cypress Tim- 
ber, the girders to be 12 inches square, the summers 12 inches square, 
the joists to be 12 by 3 the principal rafters to be 10 inches by 3, the 
purl’ines to be 10 by 8 & the small rafters to be 10 by 4 inches, the 
roof to be covered with plank cypher’d and lapped 1% inches & then 
covered with shingles of good cypress 20 inches long % of an inch thick 
and not to show more than 6 inches, the church to have a neat Mo- 
dilion Cornish on the sides & each end, the pews to be the same height 
of them in the present Church to be primed with white lead & tu be 
painted with a wainscot colour and all the outside of the doors & win- 
dows & Cornish to be primed or painted three times over with white 
lead, also a compleat altar piece with black walnut hand rails & ban- 
isters a neat pulpit and desks and all the outside mortar to be made 
up 2-3 lime and 1-3 sand and the inside mortor to be 1-2 lime & 1-2 
sand. The Church to be completedly finished by the last of August 
1763. Four hundred pounds to be paid to the undertakers on the 10 
day of August next. Three hundred pounds on the roth day of August 
1761. If the bricks are then made & the foundation laid or otherwise 
when the foundation if it is not laid at that time one half of the re- 
maining part to be paid August 1762, if the church is then covered in, 
otherwise when the covering is finished & the residue at the finishing 
of the same. Willm. Taliaferro, Willm. Lyne & Richd. Shackelford 
are appointed to see that the said work is forwarded & faithfully done 
with good materials. 

It was agreed by this Vestry that Willm. Taliaferro & Richr. Corbin 
Esq Church Wardens shall prepare articles & underwrite with Harry 
Gaines Gent for building the before mentioned Church according to the 
plan herewith and that he shall be paid Thirteen hundred pounds cur- 
rent money in the manner above mentioned.

"Cape Leanock referred to in this grant to Chew, Smith, Russell, 
etc., is the present Capon River. 


*The first of this family whose name appears in Virginia records 
was Thomas Lygon, member of the House of Burgesses for Henrico 
county, 1655-6 and 1656. The entire destruction of the records of 

enrico prior to 1677 makes it impossible to learn anything more in 
regard to him, his will, marriage or children. There can be little 
doubt, however, that he was the “Col. Thomas Lygon”, surveyor of 
Henrico county (a lucrative office as things went then) who evidently 
had enough influence with Governor Berkeley to obtain the reversion 
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of the office for his son. He married Mary (born 1625, according 
to a deposition) daughter of Major Thomas Harris, of Henrico. In 
1691 Mrs. Mary Ligon, Sr. (the name is spelled in the records Lygon, 
Ligon and Liggon) conveyed to her sons Richard and Hugh, 200 acres 
in Curles, formerly granted to her father, Major Thomas Harris and 
devised to her. In Feb. 1677-8, Mary, widow of Thomas Lygon, was 
granted administration on his estate. One entry in the Henrico records 
is rather difficult to understand, or rather to identify the person named. 
On Aug. 28, 1689, Mrs. Mary Lygon, widow of “Mr. Thomas Lygon, 
Jr.”, deceased, returned an inventory of the cattle belonging to Richard, 
Matthew, Hugh and Mary, orphans of said Thomas Lygon, Jr. At 
this time “orphans” meant minor orphans. Unless “Col. Thomas Lygon” 
was “Mr. Thomas Lygon, Jr.” the children named cannot be placed in 
other records of the time. 

Issue of Col. Thomas and Mary (Harris) Lygon: 1. William. In 
Dec., 1689, Mrs. Mary (Harris) Lygon made a deposition in regard to 
a quarrel between her son Hugh and her “sister-in-law”, Mrs. Mary 
Platt. William Lygon (Mrs. Mary Lygon’s son) had married a 
daughter of Mrs. Platt. On April 2, 1683, William Lygon set upon 
the Court House door, according to law, his intention of going to 
England. He married Mary, daughter of Joseph Tanner, of Henrico, 
and his wife Mary (who afterwards married Gilbert Platt). By deed, 
April 1, 1679, Mary, wife of Gilbert Platt, of Goulding, Henrico, 
conveyed to her daughter Mary, wife of Mr. William Lygon, a feather 
bed, a trunk, a smaller trunk, an iron pot, a spitt (spayed?) sow, 4 
pewter plates, a pewter bason, a flagon, a pewter tankard, a gold ring, 
a hoarse, an Indian girl named Moll, etc. The will of William Ligon 
was proved in Henrico, August, 1689, legatees: sons William and 
Thomas the plantation he lived on, son John his part of Asher Swamp, 
son Joseph land adjoining Mr. Hancock’s, to daughter Mary, and an 
unborn child, his land back of Curles. On Aug. 21, 1692, Mrs. 
Mary Lygon, the younger, petitioned the county court, as next of 
kin to her son Thomas Lygon, complaining of waste committed on 
her estate by Mrs. Mary Lygon, Sr., who claimed a life interest in 
it from Col. Thomas Lygon, ancestor of Thomas Lygon, aforesaid; 
2. Richard. He evidently had the reversion of this place of surveyor 
of Henrico county. On Nov. 1, 1679, Mrs. Mary Lygon deposed that 
she and her brother Harris had agreed that Harris should hold the 
surveyor’s place until her son came of age. Thomas Harris, by will 
June 2, 1679, bequeathed horses and colts to his “cousin” (nephew) 
Richard Lygon. On May 8, 1704, Richard Liggon petitioned the General 
Assembly, begging to be restored to the place of surveyor of Henrico 
from which he had been suspended on August 26, 1703. The House 
requested the Governor to restore him. Their request was granted, 
as in April, 1705, Richard Liggon, surveyor of Henrico, requested pay- 
ment for laying out the lands of the Huguenots at Manakintown. On 
April, 1681, “Mr. Richard Lygon”, who had married Mary Worsham, 
daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth Eppes, acknowledged the receipt of his 
wife’s estate. She was daughter of Mrs. Eppes’ first marriage with 
William Worsham. On Feb. 1, 1677-8, is a reference, in the Henrico 
records, to “Mr. Richard Lygon, son of Col. Thomas Lygon, deceased” ; 
3. Hugh. On Oct. 1, 1689, is mention of Hugh Lygon. 

* This was Dr. William Cabell, emigrant ancestor of the family of 
that name. Alexander Brown’s “The Cabells and Their Kin” is one 
of the most elaborate of Virginia genealogies. 
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*® William Cole named in the aext as receiving a grant of land in 
Goochland, was a descendant of William Cole, of “Bolthropp”, War- 
wick county, Secretary of State, 1689, etc. He was probably William 
Cole, of “Buckland”, Charles City county, who, in 1766, sold two 
tracts of land in Goochland and Cumberland. For notices of the fam-

“Col. Thomas Ballard, of James City county, was born in England 
in 1630 and died in 1689. He was clerk of York county in 1652 and for 
many years afterwards; Burgess for James City, 1666, appointed to the 
Council in 1670 and Speaker of the House of Burgesses in 1680. Capt. 
Robert Baldry, of York county, in his will dated 1675 left his estate 
to John, Thomas, Lydia and Elizabeth, children of Col. Thomas Ballard. 
There were at least two other sons, Francis and Mathew, who in his 
will, 1720, bequeathed plate and a seal ring, with his arms on them. 
Thomas Ballard (son of Col. Thomas Ballard) was sheriff of York 
county and a Burgess for that county 1692-3, Sept. 1696 and May and 
June 1702. His will was proved in York, June 18, 1711. He married 
Katherine, daughter of John Huberd and had issue: Anne, wife of 
John Major; Mathew, Elizabeth, Katherine, Thomas, Robert, John, 
William and Mary, the last five probably by a second wife. One of 
these children, Capt. John Ballard of Yorktown (named in the text) 
made a will which was proved in York in 1745, and had issue: Thomas, 
John, William, Robert, Catherine, Elizabeth and Anne. There are very 
numerous descendants of this family and no full genealogy has ever 
been prepared. For notices see William and Mary Quarterly, Il, 274; 
III, 208, 209; IX, 123; The Majors and Their Marriages, by James 
Branch Cabell. 


* William Moseley, an Englishman living in Aotterdam, came to 
Lower Norfolk county, Virginia, in 1649, with his wife, Susanna, 
and sons William and Arthur. 

The name “Rolleston”, of one of the old Moseley homes in Princess 
Anne county has lead to the tradition that the family descends from the 
Moseleys of “Rolleston”, England, but researches which are now being 
made in England and Holland show that the Rolleston tradition is 
incorrect. A descendant who is thoroughly versed in the American 
history of the family states that, though “Rolleston” in Princess Anne 
is a very old house it did not receive its present name until the Eigh- 
teenth century. It is believed that the investigations referred to will 
result in the discovery of the true ancestry of William Moseley. He 
brought with him to Virginia, doubtless as a convenient investment, 
certain jewels which he afterwards sold. The following deed, letter 
and will of William Moseley and his wife are from the records of 
Lower Norfolk county: 

“At the Court held for Lower Norfolk County Nov. 3oth. 1649, 
‘Upon ye peticon of Mr. Wm. Moseley, It is thought fitt & ordered yt 
the Sherr bee authorized by vertue of this order, on munday next to 
put ye sd Moseley in possession of ye houses & plantacon, wch he hird 
of George Heighham & Mr. Moseley is to enjoy the same according 
to agreement pucd by Severall testimonies upon Oath, & he sd Heigham 
to pay all Cort Charges’, At a Court held March 26, 1650, ‘A Cer- 
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tificate Is graunted Unto Mr. Wm. Moseley P’ved due by Oath for 
ffive hundred & ffifty acres of Land for ye transportacon of himselfe 
& Susanna his Wife, Wm. & arthur his sonnes, Susan Robinson alias 
Corker Eliza: West, Ann lambert, Edw: foreman, Hen: lambert— 
Jost Williams & Tho: Warrington Into ye Collony.’ 

“Recorded this 10th day of Novemb: Ano 1652 To all to whome these 
prsents shall come, I; William Moseley late of Rotterdam in holland 
in ye ptes beyond ye seas Marcht And now resident and inhabittinge 
in ye Eastern branch of Elizabeth River in ye County of Lower Norfolk 
in Virginia send greeting Know yea yt I ye said Will: Moseley beinge 
possessed of certaine pescis of Gouldsmyths and Juellers worke to ye 
valewe of Six hundred and twelve Gilders As namely One hat-band 
consisting of Nineteene Ses of gould, Nineteene Jes of gould one buckle 
and tipp of gould all sett With dyamons and in pt: Enamelled Att five 
hundred gilders, one Juell of gould Enammelled and sett with diamons 
Att Sixty gilders and one gould ringe enamelled and sett with one 
diamond one Rubie one sapher and one Emrall Att ffifty two gilders. 
have this day sould bargained and delivered And by these prsents doe 
bargaine, sell and deliver unto Capt. ffrancis Yardley of Linhaven in 
ye sd County of Lower Norff in Virginia Aforsd: ye said hatband, 
Juell and Ringe, for and in Consideration of Nine head of Neate Cattle 
(Videlt) Two draught Oxen two steeres and five Cowes in hand all 
ready received of and from ye said Capt Yardley, And doe acknowleg 
my selfe therewith ffully contented satisfied and payed for ye sayd hat- 
band Juell and ringe and therefor doe clearly and absolutely Acquitt 
and discharge ye sd: Capt Yardley his heyers Executors and Adminis- 
trators And ffurther I ye sd William Mosely doo hereby Avouch and 
affeirme all ye said Gouldsmiths and Juellers Worke of hatt band 
Juell and Ringe to be good perfecte and Right, And doe Warrant ye 
bargaine and sale of ye same unto ye said Capt Yardley his heires 
Executors Administrator or Assignees against all prsons for evermoer 
In Witness Whereof I have hereunto sett my hand and Seale this 
Sixth day of August In ye yeare of oure Lord God one thousand six 
hundered and fiftey 1 the Words two draught oxen entered befoer ye 
signinge Signed Sealed and delivered 


in ye psents of William Moseley 
Edward Windham with seale 
Ed: Standley Recorded as above said” 


“Worthy Sir 

My husband havinge some business downe ye river was gone from 
home two howers before your servant came soe I findinge What ye 
contents of what your letter did import, have in my husbands absence 
made bould to answer it and withall I knowe he referrs ye sale of 
them to me Sir in regarde you cannot mis out of your stocke no moer 
than fower younge Cowes and one elder and fower oxen I will not 
pres you beyound what you are Willinge to doe, but Will accept of 
your proffer, by reason of my greate Wante of Cattll, and Withall I 
had rayther your wife should weare them than aney gentlewoman I 
yet know in ye Country, but good sir, have no Scruple concerninge 
theire rightness for I went myself from Rotterdam to ye haugh [Hague] 
to enquire of ye gouldsmiths and yt they Weare All Right therefore thats 
Without question, and for ye hatband yt alone cost five hundered 
gelders, as my husband knowes Verry Well and Will tell you soe when 
he sees you, for ye Juell, and ye ringe they Weare made for me at 
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Rotterdam and I paid in good Rex dollores for them sixtey gelders, 
for ye Jewll and fivety and two gelders for ye Ringe Which comes 
to in English monny Eleaven pounds fower shillings, I have sent the 
sute, and Ringe by your servant, and I wish Mrs. Yeardley health and 
prosperity to Weare them in, and give you both thanks for your kinde 
token when my husband come home We Wiil see to gett ye Catell home 
in ye meanetime I present my Love and service to your selfe and Wife,

wearing apparell, and her life time upon the plantacon where she now 
lives. Item I give to my sonne Willm. Moseley Eight hundred acres 
of land lyeing and being as expressed in Bartho: Hodgkins Pattent. 
And also I do give unto my said sonne Willm one yonge Mare foale 
of three monethes olde to him and his heires forever. Item I give & be- 
queath to my sonne Arthur Moseley all that tract of land wch I bought 
of George Kempe, and moreover & above that all that land wch was 
surveyed by Mr. Emperor when I was in England to him and his 
heires for ever. And for the residue of my Estate my debts being first 
paid out To be equally divided between my wife Susan, William and 
Arthur Moseley

He was appointed a Commissioner of Lower Norfolk County March 
10th, 1649 and was present at Court the last time April 16th, 1655.

William’? Moseley (son of the emigrant) was sworn a justice of 
Lower Norfolk, Oct. 15, 1661, and the inventory of his estate was re- 
corded November 10, 1671. It was appraised at 69,270 lbs. tobacco be- 
sides the plate. Among the items were “In Mr. Moseley’s study in the 
garrett. Impr. A p’cell of Books, some L. toba(?) french, dutch, 
Latten and English, at 4000 lbs. tobacco, Four pictures, 200 lbs. tobacco, 
six picktures, 2 picktures, his signet ring. 

By deed, dated August 15, 1672, and recorded in Lower Norfolk, 
Anthony Lawson, of Lower Norfolk, and his wife Mary, late wife 
of Captain William Moseley, deceased, gave all the right he might have 
in the lands of his wife’s father, Capt. John Gookin (640 acres) to 
her children, William, John and Elizabeth Moseley. William* and Mary 
Moseley also had a son, Edward, born 1661 and died 1736. 

Edward* Moseley (William?) was Colonel of militia, justice and 
high sheriff of Princess Anne county and a member of the House of 
Burgesses 1702 and probably other years. On Feb. 1, 1703-4, he made 
a deed to his son, Hillary Moseley, giving him among other things 
“my seale ring which was my father’s with his coat of arms on it”, 
his “mother’s wedding ring when married to Mr. Bartho. Taylor, with 
a posey in it and m’kt B. I. F.” four silver spoons m’kt H. M. 
w’ch was his grandfather Stringer’s”, a silver tankard m’kt Wm. M. 
w’ch was my father’s”. Edward* Moseley’s will was dated March 6, 
1735-6 and proved in Princess Anne April 7, 1736. After various be- 
quests he left the remainder of his estate to his grandson, Edward 
Hack Moseley. Edward* Moseley married the widow of Bartholomew 
Taylor and daughter of Col. John Stringer. 

Hillary Moseley, son of Edward, married Hannah ————, and died 
before his father. In his will, dated November 1, 1727, and proved 
Aug. 5, 1730, he names his wife Hannah and son Edward Hack Moseley. 

Col. Edward Hack Moseley was a Burgess for Princess Anne at 
the sessions of Feb. 1752-May, 1755. He was not in the next session 
as he had accepted the office of Surveyor and Searcher of Elizabeth 
and Nansemond rivers. He was again a member at the sessions of 
Nov. 1761-March 1768. His son, Edward Hack Moseley, Jr., succeeded 
him as a Burgess May 1769-May 1774. Edward Hack Moseley, Sr.. 
married 1st, Mary (died Aug. 23, 1755, in 38th year) daughter of 
William Bassett, of “Eltham”, New Kent county, and 2d (license April 
27, 1757) Frances Wylie.

A Lapy or THE MoseLey FAMILY 
Portrait brought to Virginia by William Moseley 
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The will of Edward Hack Moseley was made on the 24th of May, 
1782, and ordered to be recorded 1oth April, 1783. Three codicils were 
added to it; 23d August, 1782, 15th September, 1782, and September 18, 
1782. In it are mentioned the names of sons Alexander, Samuel, Ed- 
ward Hack, Hillary; granddaughter Mary Bassett Moseley, daughter 
of Bassett Moseley, Rebecca Moseley, daughter of Bassett and grand- 
daughter Frances, daughter of Bassett. 

The following abstracts from the will throw some light on his 
history : 

“I give unto my son Edward Hack Moseley, my old Plantation 
(“Rolleston”), that my grandfather Colo. Edward Moseley left me, 
containing by the Patten Eleven Hundred & Forty acres more or less, 
Reserving only three hundred acres of the said Land which I have in 
this will given the use off unto my loving wife Frances Moseley during 
her natural life, and after her decease then unto my son Edward Hack 
Moseley, to him & his Heirs forever. I give unto my son Edward 
Hack Moseley all my family pictures. I do give and bequeath unto my 
son Hillary Moseley the half lott or piece of Land in the Town of 
Norfolk, adjoining to my son Alexander, which said Land I bought of 
Mrs. Mary Robinson, of Princess Anne County. I give unto my loving 
wife Frances Moseley, my Chariot and Harness and the two Chariot 
Horses. I give unto my son Edward Hack Moseley, all my Books, 
also my largest Gun & the small Gun given me by Lord Craven.” 

An Inventory of the slaves and Personal Estate of Colo. Edward 
Hack Moseley. No date. 

“Negroes, 52. Furniture in the Hall; 12 Family Pictures, 9 Pictures 
in frames. 

In the Dining Room: 2 Family Pictures, 8 small ditto in Frames, 8 
small pictures. 

Pewter: 1 Dozen and nine Plates, 6 dishes of different sizes. 

Plate: 1 Large Silver Tankard, 1 small ditto, 1 Rim & Castors, 1 
pint Can, 1 Large Soop spoon, 12 ditto Table spoons, 7 ditto Tea 
spoons, 4 Salts and 4 shovels, 1 small peper Box, Sugar Tongs, 1 
Punch Ladle edged with Silver.” 

Arthur Moseley, probably son of William’ was a Burgess for Lower 
Norfolk 1676. The will of an Arthur Moseley was dated Feb. 1, 1700, 
and proved in Norfolk county May 15, 1703; legatees: son Joseph, 
Benjamin, William, Arthur, Edward and George, daughter Mary, wife 
of Jacmine (?), daughter Susan, wife of William Pane, sons Amos, 
Anthony and Luke. 

William* Moseley (son of William’) died in 1699. His will was 
dated March 27, 1699, and proved July 1st of that year. His legatees 
were: Malachy, son of William Harper and Elizabeth his wife. 
Florents, son to Mr. James Porter, minister, and Mary, his wife, 
“godson of my beloved deceased wife, Blandina”, to each a Bible; 
daughter Mary Moseley, daughter Elizabeth, sons William and Richard 
(son William to make a conveyance to his brother Richard of what 
right he has in the plantation which was formerly his grandfather 
Poole’s) ; “my two fathers-in-law, Col. Anthony Lawson and Major 
Francis Sayer [in modern terms his step-father and his father-in-law] ; 
brothers Edward and John Moseley; sisters Margaret Thoroughgood 
and Elizabeth Lawson; Mr. Josias Mackie; the children of “my brother 
Walke and Mary his wife”. 

Until its dispersion after the death of the late Burwell B. Moseley, 
of Norfolk, the Moseleys had one of the most notable collections of 
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family portraits in Virginia. Some of these had been brought to Vir- 
ginia by the emigrant. No list (so far as is known) of this fine col- 
lection exists and the whereabouts of many of the portraits seems to 
be unknown. One who had seen the collection remembered a man in 
armor painted on panel. Another, of a woman, has been preserved in a 
photograph, and is used here. The portraits of the emigrant and his 
two sons exist. The late Edward Wilson James recalled a _ full- 
length portrait of Col. Edward Hack Moseley. We are greatly in- 
debted to the researches of Mr. James and of Mrs. Philip A. Bruce, 
whose paper on one line of the Moseleys was published in an early 
volume of our Magazine, now nearly out of print.

With a tentative plan for their arrangement in 
Virginia House 


When work was begun on Virginia House, the generous 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Weddell to this Society, a part, when 
the building is completed, and the rest in reversion, our Ex- 
ecutive Committee began to consider what portion of our col- 
lections should be transferred to the new fire-proof home. 

The first thing to do was to make a catalogue of our pos- 
sessions (other than books and manuscripts already cata- 
logued). The manuscript records of the Society from 1831 
and all printed sources which might give information were 
carefully searched. The minutes seem to be nearly, if not 
quite complete, but evidently some separate records of gifts 
and purchases have been lost and in this way records of do- 
nations have disappeared. 

We will have in the part of Virginia House which will be 
given to us as soon as work is completed, a wing which is a 
reproduction of the south wing of Sulgrave Manor. This 
will contain two large rooms and a smaller one, besides a 
small apartment upstairs for a night watchman. The whole 
is absolutely fire-proof. 

Portraits will be hung two deep—one above another. There 
will be much room beneath these for show cases, pieces of 
furniture, etc. 

The arrangement given in the following list is entirely ten- 
tative and may be greatly altered from considerations of 
space or other reasons. Where the name of a donor or an 
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artist is omitted it is because they cannot be found in our 
records. 

As the part of the house we will occupy first is a repro- 
duction of a wing of the English home of the Washingtons 
it has been thought appropriate that our Washington portraits 
should be the first seen on entering. Figures “1”, “2”, etc., 
indicate the succession of pairs of pictures, and “A” and “B” 
the order—one above the other—in which they will be hung.

FINANCIAL NEEDS OF THE SOCIETY 


The new fire-proof house to be given to the Society by Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander W. Weddell has been frequently referred 
to in recent numbers of the Magazine. In the January num- 
ber (“Homes of the Virginia Historical Society”) and in the 
proceedings of the last annual meeting, published with the 
July number of our Magazine, our present resources and fu- 
ture financial needs are given in detail. 

It may be well to repeat in brief summary our needs. Our 
present salaries amount to $2,360.00 for three people and wages 
of janitor to $520.00. We should be able, in order to obtain 
full time from the assistant Secretary, to increase present sala- 
ries to at least $3,180.00. For the new house we will need an 
assistant in charge there, at $1,000.00, a janitor, at $520.00, a 
night watchman (who will have a small apartment), $600; 
coal $450.00; incidental expenses $200.00 a year. It will be 
noted that, at present money values, the lowest possible rates 
have been named. This makes a total annual income of 
$6,470.00 needed for all salaries and for wages and coal and 
incidental expenses at Virginia House. Our present income 
about takes care of our present house, library and the pub- 
lication of the Magazine and pays $2,880.00 in salaries and 
wages. 

The removal and proper installation of our collection in 
Virginia House, including making show and book cases, etc., 
will probably cost $5,000.00. When that is done a furnace and 
electric lights should be placed in the Lee House. 

We need, as a minimum, an addition to our present endow- 
ment (now slightly over $25,000.00) of $100,000.00 and about 
$8,000.00, which we can spend on removing and installing our 
collections in Virginia House and in improvements in our 
present Lee House. 
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We shall welcome, from members and friends of the So- 
ciety, contributions either in cash or pledges. All such gifts 
will have permanent record and can, if desired, be entered 
as memorials to the donor or to any one else who may be 
selected. Any differences between estimates here and in the 
annual report are due to later study of costs and to some 
necessary salary increases.

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NOTES AND QUERIES 


EXTRACT FROM PAPER ON “NATIONAL ENLISTMENT” 
By Brigadier-General R. K. Evans 


Printed in July-August, 1911, number of the Infantry Journal, 
Pages 9 and 10. 


In 1861, when the President [of the United States] called for 42,000 
volunteers, 208 regiments numbering 225,000 men, offered their services 
and were accepted, and the services of a large number of additional vol- 
unteers were declined. Again in 1862, just before McClellan’s advance 
to the Peninsula, the army was full, and the War Department formally 
suspended all enlistments of volunteers by General Orders No. 33, May 
3, 1862, and the Secretary of War ordered the furniture of all recruit- 
ing offices sold. 

In the autumn of 1862, after the disastrous Peninsula Campaign, the 
army lost an immense number of men, by discharge, desertion, sickness 
and death; while not until then did the true proportions of the prob- 
lems of coercing the South begin to be fully realized. The War Depart- 
ment made vigorous efforts to enlist more volunteers, but the psycho- 
logical moment had passed; volunteers failed to respond. The situation 
became desperate. The government, with a depleted army and volunteer 
enlistments at a standstill, found itself confronting a victorious enemy, 
whose ranks were full and whose old organizations were maintained in- 
tact by the operation of an enlistment law so drastic that it has been 
described as robbing the cradle and the grave to furnish soldiers. In 
this situation the government resorted to novel expedients to secure 
soldiers. Among them the “Galvanized Yankees” are of interest in 
showing to what desperate straits the want of an enlistment law re- 
duced us. The Sioux in Minnesota had gone on the warpath and killed 
a number of whites and devastated a large area. Prior to this a large 
number of Confederate military prisoners had been assembled on John- 
son’s Island in Lake Erie and at other points along the lakes. An ap- 
peal was made to those men to enlist for the purpose of fighting the 
Sioux, the common enemy of civilization, and with the express stipu- 
lation that they would not be used to fight the Confederacy. A sufficient 
number volunteered to form several regiments which were called “Gal- 
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vanized Yankees.” Later several loyal states attempted to have these 
men accredited to their quotas at the War Department, so great was 
the difficulty in obtaining men to volunteer to save the country. 

The navy was also having its troubles in those days. Gideon Welles, 
then Secretary of the Navy, states in his diary, lately published, that in 
the autumn of 1863 he had from 30 to 40 ships laid up in navy yards 
for the lack of crews to man them. The Navy Department heard of the 
“Galvanized Yankee” expedient and enlisted 400 of similar military 
prisoners with the same stipulation that they would not have to fight 
the Confederacy. These men were put aboard the Niagara, a new ship 
then being put in commission for foreign service, which was manned 
by the usual complement of commissioned officers, warrant and petty 
officers, and the 400 “Galvanized Yankees”. She put to sea from New 
York on June rst, 1864, under sealed orders to look for and capture 
Confederate cruisers. In March, 1865, under command of Commodore 
T. T. Craven, and accompanied by the Sacramento, she encountered the 
Confederate ironclad ram Stonewall, in the Mediterranean, off the coast 
of Spain. Commodore Craven did not attack the Stonewall, claiming 
that she was too formidable a vessel for him to encounter with wooden 
ships. Whereupon, in December, 1865, he was tried for by court- 
martial, with Admiral Farragut as president, for neglect of duty in fail- 
ing to fight the Stonewall, and found “Guilty of the charge in a less 
degree than charged” and sentenced to suspension for two years on 
leave pay. 


RICHARDSON. 


Thomas Richardson moved to southern Ohio from Virginia (accord- 
ing to family tradition, from Prince Edward county). The date of his 
moving to Ohio is not known but must have been before 1850. He is 
said to have been a soldier in the War of 1812, and was married to a 
Jane Pinnix, by whom he had six children whose names are known. 
He is said to have had a brother named Grief and a sister named Anne. 
He took great interest in religious affairs and is said to have been a 
local Methodist preacher. 

I can furnish the names of his children and full details concerning 
the descendants of his son, Edward Warren, who was my grandfather. 

Any information concerning Thomas Richardson's ancestors and fam- 
ily will be much appreciated.

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HENRY FAMILY. 
(From “Some Prominent Virginia Families”, by DuBellet) 


Judge James Henry, the progenitor of the Henry family of Accomac 
county, or in Aberdeen, Scotland, is supposed to have been the grand- 
son of Alexander Henry of Scotland who married Jean Robertson, 
whose ancestry can be traced to James I, of Scotland. James Henry 
was born 1731; he studied law at University of Edinburgh and after- 
wards in Philadelphia, and settled in Accomac county, Virginia. He 
married Sarah Scarborough, daughter of John and Tabitha Custis, grand- 
daughter of Capt. Charles and Edith Scarborough; gr. grand dau. of 
Col. Charles and Elizabeth Scarborough; gr. gr. granddaughter of Col. 
Edmund and Mary Scarborough. The said Col. Edmund being the son 
of Capt. Edmund and Hannah Scarborough, who were settled on the 
Eastern Shore as early as 1624. Col. Edmund died in 1671 and his 
only daughters, Tabitha and Matilda (the former mar. for 2nd hus. 
Devereaux Browne, and latter, Matilda, mar. West). 

John Scarborough died 1744. James Henry and Sarah Scarborough 
were mar. between Oct. 1752 and 1757 and before their removal to 
Northumberland Co. resided on a plantation located in Custis Neck, 
then known as the Great Neck of Matompkin. This plantation was 
allotted to Sarah Henry in the partition between her and her sisters. 
Bradhurst, the wife of William Drummond, and Elizabeth the wife of 
John Coleburn, daughters and heirs of John Scarborough, deceased. 
Judge Henry and wife sold the plantation above named in 1790 to 
Maj. John Savage of Northampton Co. and since it has changed owners 
several times.

BURG, VA., FROM JOHN M. McCARTY, IN ANSWER 
TO GEN. ARMISTEAD T. MASON.

But notwithstanding his valorous attempt to regain his Laurels, “his 
nerves failed him” at the critical moment, and his cowardice “instigated” 
him to reject a “direct challenge”’—and why did he not accept it? Sim- 
ply because its acceptance would have involved him in an “equal and 
honourable” combat. But he observed to my friend, Mr. Dulany, that 
he would accept a challenge of the usual kind—In other words he could 
not fight three feet but would chuse a distance which would shield him 
from danger—altho the public course of the man has been characterised 
by an imbecility not usual in Virginia Statesmen; yet the State seems 
still desirous to foster him as a kind of Pet. It can be for no other 
reason than his Colossean exertions to Democratize the District in which 
he lives; and when (in our last contest) he affected to expect a challenge 
from me and “tendered” the resignation of his comission, it was the 
opinion of many intelligent members of the Legislature, that the dueling 
law would certainly have been repealed and respected him, if his situ- 
ation had rendered it necessary. With this preponderance of State 
favor in his behalf, what I will ask would be my fate if I were to fight 
an ordinary duel with Gen. Mason, and survive him? If I did not 
voluntarily offer myself to the officers of justice, I should by them be 
hunted down, dragged to a loathsome jail, loaded with manacles and 
foot chains, and finally doomed to die upon the gallows. In an “equal 
and honourable” combat I would have resigned my life without a sigh, 
but I will avoid the ignominy of a public execution. I again proclaim 
Gen. Armistead T. Mason a “Disgraceful coward”, and at the same 
time that I throw him upon the Mercy of the world; I can assure him 
that he may now vaunt and bluster with impunity for I shall never 
again mistake his malignity for valor. If, however, he should have the 
hardihood to attempt a vindication of his character, and should circulate 
falsehoods worth replying to, I may probably answer them. Perhaps 
he may entrench himself behind etiquette; It is possible I may have 
violated etiquette; but the man who would voluntarily come forward 
& elicit a Duel and then shrink from it because the terms proposed were 
“equal and honourable” will find etiquette but a feeble Bulwark to secure 
him from the imputation of Cowardice. 


JOHN M. M’CARTY. 
LOUDOUN May aist, 1818.” 


Note——Quotation taken from Historical edition of Loudoun Times- 
Mirror dated June, 1922, bearing on above. 

“In 1816 General Armistead Mason and Major McCarty both resi- 
dents of Loudoun county, engaged in a duel growing out of political 
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antagonism, fought with muskets loaded with a single ball, and fired at 
a distance of ten feet, which resulted in the death of General Mason, 
who lies buried in the graveyard of the Episcopal church. The duel 
was fought near Bladensburg and ended the career of one of the most 
brilliant men of the period, Armistead Mason, while only thirty-three 
years of age, having attained the rank of major general in the army 
and occupied a seat in the United States senate.” 

Note particularly that, according to this publication in the old paper, 
“Genius of Liberty”, which began publication in Leesburg, Va., in 1817, 
that the note sent by Mr. McCarty to Gen. Mason was dated May 15th, 
1818, so evidently the duel was not fought until a short while after 
this date. 


McLEOD-LEWIS. 


If I may be permitted, I should like some information through the 
Magazine or otherwise about “Torquil” MacLeod of Scotland, who 
m. Ann Clark, the dau. of Jonothan and Elizabeth (Wilson) Clark, of 
King and Queen Co., Va. I am in communication with the “Clan Mac- 
Leod” of Scotland, the “Lyon King of Arms”, etc., but so far we can 
get no further trace of him. “Torquil” MacLeod and Ann Clark were 
m. about 1745-50; their dau. Ann born about 1746-50; m. 1776, Capt. 
Wm. Marshall. Also I would like information of Nicholas Lewis, who 
married Mary Allen, the daughter of Capt James and Margaret (An- 
derson) Allen, of Augusta Co., Va. 

Nicholas Lewis and his wife and children moved to Kentucky about 
1784 (the same year my great grandfather, Lewis Field, made his 
second trip there and settled near Louisville, Ky., and married Hannah 
Lewis in 1777-8. I would like information about Hannah Lewis). 
Some authorities say this Nicholas was Col. Nicholas and a son of 
John Lewis, who first settled Augusta Co. John Lewis’ descendants 
say he (Nicholas) belonged to the Eastern Lewis family. I shall ap- 
preciate any information about “Torquil” MlacLeod or Nicholas Lewis 
and his family.

BOUSH-WHITING. 


Maximillian Boush was the son of Maximillian Boush by his wife, 
Mary, relict of Jonathan Saunders. He was Queen’s Counsel for the 
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counties of Princess Anne, Norfolk and Nansemond and Lieut. Col. 
of the Militia in the reign of Queen Anne, and King’s Counsel for 
Princess Anne and Norfolk counties in the reign of George the First 
from 1717 to 1727. He represented Princess Anne county in the House 
of Burgesses and died in 1728, leaving two sons, Samuel and Maximillian. 

Samuel Boush, son of Maximillian Boush, was Burgess for Norfolk 
county from 1734 to 1740, and was the first Mayor of Norfolk. Samuel 
Boush married Martha Sweeny and had a daughter, Anne Wythe Boush, 
who married Johnson Mallory. Their daughter, Anne Wythe Mallory, 
married Kennon Whiting, of Hampton, Virginia. Their children were:

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ORAPAX. 


[We are indebted to a lady who formerly lived at Orapax and whose 
family owned the farm of 600 acres, for the following note.] 

Your letter received and I am glad to tell you of our old home 
Orapax in the extreme western end of New Kent county, as it borders 
on the Chickahominy, twelve and one-half miles east of Richmond on 
York River R. R. 

The place was owned by my father before the Civil War and called 
Orapax because it was King Powhatan’s hunting ground. My uncle, 
John Esten Cooke, searched into history to establish the truth of the 
location and many Indian relics, arrow points, etc., were all over the 
land. It was said that John Smith was lost in the swamp on the 
Orapax farm when saved by his compass, which he showed the Indians 
who rescued him and took him to Powhatan. I think there is also 
another place in the lower part of New Kent called Orapax. Orapax 
lies north of the R. R. at Dispatch station and the Chickahominy bounds 
it on the west for two miles. 


JOHNS FAMILY BIBLE RECORD. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Willie Johns Parish, of Roanoke, Va., for 
the following copy of a family Bible record. She states that Col. 
John Johns lived at New Store, Buckingham county. Edmund Winston 
Johns became a noted divine of his day. 

From another source it is learned that Col. John Johns and Elizabeth 
Winston were married in 1766; that he died about 1821 and she in 
1784 or 1788. Glover Johns, named below, married in 1803, Martha 
(born in Buckingham, 1780, died 1828) daughter of Joel Jones, and 
died in 1834 in Miss. Glover and Martha Johns had John Jay Johns, 
born June 27, 1818, in Buckingham Co., Va.; married Jane Amanda 
Durfree, and died April 3, 1899, at St. Charles, Mo. Glover and 
Martha Johns also had a daughter, Mary, who married William Cowan. 

It has been stated that Elizabeth, wife of John Johns, was a daughter 
of Judge Edmund Winston, but this is a mistake. His daughter Eliz- 
abeth (1783-1856) married Dr. Bennett W. Moseley.

COTTINGTON-BYFLETE. 


In the Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, Volume XXV, 
page 197, it is stated that Jane Berkeley, wife of Philip Cottington, was 
not a sister of Sir Maurice Berkeley of Bruton, as sometimes asserted; 
but that she might have been a daughter of Sir Richard Berkeley of 
Stoke Gifford (died 1514). 

In the October, 1926, issue of the same, page 344, a note on the 
Cottingtons of Godminster states that Philip Cottington married at 
Pitcombe 18 Aug. 1572, “Mres.” Jane Byfleet. The note continues, 
“Of course, ‘Mistress’ might mean either a single woman or a widow. 
The pedigree of Bifleet of Somerset in Phillips’ Visitation (not ac- 
cessible here) might show who she was.” 

The following pedigree of Byflete (Harleian Society Publications, 
Volume XI, page 18) shows who she was. 

Richard Byflete, 1317, married Alice, daughter and heiress of Wing- 
ham, and had: 

Thomas Byflete, 1350, married Alice, daughter and heiress of Sir 
John Basinge (ar., a chevron az., on a chief of the 2nd 2 mullets of 
the field), and had:

Robert Byflete, died before 1493, married Isabel, daughter of White 
of Aldermanston, Hants, living 1493, and had:

Jane Byflete, married to Philip Cottington, 2nd son of Philip Cot- 
tington of Leigh-super-Mendip. 

The former Philip Cottington may have married also a Berkeley, but 
as he and Jane Byflete were married in 1572, and the parish register 
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shows the christening, 3 December 1577, of “Mr. James Cottington” 
(omitted in the note above mentioned; see Dwelly’s Parish Registers, 
Volume VIII, page 181), it would seem that Jane Byflete was the 
mother of James Cottington, whose daughter Jane Cottington married 
Thomas Ludwell, and was mother of Thomas and Philip Ludwell, 
emigrants to Virginia. 

The family name of Grace, wife of James Cottington, seems to be 
unascertained. Was she a Berkeley?

The James P. (3), and the writer of this are now (1860) the only 
surviving children of Stephen (2). In our branch of the family and 
that of my uncle, James P. (2), the name is extinct in the next gen- 
eration, although the two brothers had between them six sons to hand 
down. 

A few years after his marriage, my grandfather, James P. (1), re- 
moved from Malvern Hills to the “old place” in Amelia, where he lived 
until his death, and where he and my grandmother are buried. The 
estate in Amelia was inherited by my father, and is now owned by my 
brother, James P. (3), the property in Powhatan, and an estate on 
Roanoke River, were given to my uncle, Chastain (2), who lived and 
died on the former, and Malvern Hills, and land in Albemarle were 
given to my uncle, James P. (2), who sold out and removed to Augusta, 
but afterwards settled and died in Albemarle. 

After the death of my grandfather, my grandmother married Peter 
Farrar, by whom she had two sons and two daughters:

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I have reason to believe that my grandfather and great grandfather 
was an only child, which adds to the difficulty of tracing the remote 
family connections. Strange as it may seem, my old uncle, forty years 
ago, could tell me little or nothing of his grandfather, and did not 
seem to know whether he had an uncle or an aunt on the father’s side. 
I know he had none on the maternal. 

The total ignorance of family connections may have grown out of 
the fact that he was reared in a region of country as remote in those 
days from that in which his father had been born and dwelt, as Cali- 
fornia is from Virginia, in our times, besides, his father, from whom 
alone he could have obtained information on the subject, had he been 
curious enough to seek for it, had died when he was quite a small boy. 

My uncle thought our branch of the family was nearest related to 
Bowler Cocke of Turkey Island. Contemporary with my father, there 
was a Stephen Cocke of Nottoway, with whose son, Stephen, I was at 
college. The family removed west before I was grown and I always 
thought that Judge William Cocke and General John Cocke, both 
United States Senators from Tennessee were of the Nottoway family. 

I do not remember that any relationship was claimed between my 
family and that of Nottoway, but my father died when I was six 
years old.

42. BenyamMin® Harrison, Jr., of “Berkeley”. In the biography of 
Benjamin Harrison, in Saunderson’s Lives of the Signers, which, as has 
been said, is evidently based on accurate information it is stated that 
Benjamin Harrison, the Signer, lost a considerable part of his estate 
in mercantile ventures “and believing that his misfortunes proceeded from 
a want of mercantile skill, he determined that his eldest son should 
have such an education, as might retrieve the fortunes of his family, 
and he placed him in the counting house of Willing and Morris” in 
Philadelphia, “and there he obtained an excellent mercantile education. 
After he had concluded that he visited Europe and formed extensive 
mercantile connections. During the Revolutionary War he was pay- 
master general of the Southern department. When peace was estab- 
lished, he established himself as a merchant in Richmond, and there ac- 
quired a large fortune. This he afterwards impaired by an act of 
honourable generosity; as soon as he heard of the distresses of his 
early friend Mr. [Robert] Morris, he came forward immediately to his 
support, and sacrificed in his behalf the greater part of his fortune he 
had acquired. He married twice and died in 1799, leaving an only son, 
the present Benjamin Harrison, of Berkeley.” 

On Octol.er 6, 1833, Benjamin Harrison, as son and representative of 
Benjamin Harrison, Jr., received, as Revolutionary land bounty, 6,666 2-3 
acres, due for the service, for three years, of his father, as deputy 
paymaster general of the Continental Line for the State of Virginia, 
with the rank of Colonel. Along with the warrant for this land is 
filed, in the State Land Office, a copy of his father’s will, as follows: 


“Richmond, 15th November 1787. 


Codicil to my will. 

I am setting out for another trip to Portsmouth tomorrow or next 
day and in case of my death before I return or make a more regular 
Will, this paper is to contain my last Will and Testament, revoking all 
others. I direct that my body be for the present deposited somewhere 
on the hill in Charles City near where my barn lately stood called the 
Mill quarter barn and as soon as ever the season will admit of it, a 
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vault is to be made of bricks and walled in and my body deposited 
in it and my wife Anna’s remains are to be brought there and de- 
posited along side of me. I trust this business to my friend Capt. 
Anthony Singleton and I hope he will not delay the execution of it 
longer than can possibly be avoided, if he does, and I am permitted to 
haunt him I will do it as sure as I die. I am very impatient to be 
with my Anna and I am sure she would be as impatient to be with 
me. I leave Singleton fifty golden guineas for this Office to lay out 
in a ring or any other token of remembrance. I do not decline men- 
tioning my wife Susanna and my baby at Curles because my affection 
for them is lessened but from some things which have passed between 
myself and some of her family, I expect I should not be a welcome 
guest among them if hereafter we have any remembrance of our 
former state. In this serious hour I call my God to witness that I 
am the aggrieved and not the aggressor. To my dear friend Abby 
Willing of Philadelphia twenty guineas must be sent immediately on 
my death with a lock of my hair. God preserve my baby if I die 
what will become of him, but I trust him and all my fortune both 
real and personal for his use to my friends and worthy relations my 
brother Carter and Benjamin Harrison of Brandon or to be more in 
the words of the Law I give to my son Benjamin Harrison now an 
infant under three months old all my estate both real and personal 
to him and his heirs forever if he lives to come of age or marry, 
subjecting the same however to the payment of my just debts and the 
legacies before given and now to be given before I finish writing. I 
permit my Executors to manage my estate in buying and selling just 
as their Judgment directs them, for I know that they will do for the 
best, and I command my son to abide by their bargains if he lives to 
come of age. I give to my kind father my chariott and four of my 
best horses. If my child dies before he come of age or marries and 
my father should be alive, I direct that every shilling of money that 
I may be worth after paying my just debts may go towards paying his 
my fathers debts if he owes as much and what may be left I divide 
between my brothers Carter & William and their heirs forever they 
taking care to provide for our sister Sally if she is not well married. 
My brother Carter & Benjamin Harrison of Brandon I appoint my 
executors and I recommend it to them to appoint my friend Mr. 
William Wiseham to settle all my money matters allowing him an 
ample and generous commission for so doing. Written this fifteenth 
of November 1787 ten O’Clock at night, the anniversary of my wedding 
with my deservedly beloved Anna.

My two negro girls Hebe and Phillis lately sent to Curles, Hebe to Sally 
Randolph and Phillis to Polly Randolph I give them and their increase 
to them and their heirs forever. The negro girl Sally that I have 
given to Betsey Randolph is to be secured to her and her heirs forever 
and in case of my childs death a minor, Milly and her family to Anna 
Brooke and her heirs forever. I appoint my friend Capt. Singleton 
one of my Executors and hope he will take upon himself the execution— 
that trust with my other executors.

At a Monthly Court held for Charles City County at the Court House 
on Thursday the nineteenth day of December 1799. 

The aforewritten last will and testament of Benjamin Harrison junr. 
decd. with a Codicil annexed, there being no witness to the same John 
Christian and John Minge severally deposeth and saith that they were 
well acquainted with the testators hand writing and verily believe that 
the said Will and the name subscribed are of the testators own writing, 
whereupon the said Will is ordered to be recorded. And Carter B. 
Harrison one of the executors therein named refused to take upon 
himself the burthen thereof and on the motion of the said executor 
who made oath as the Law directs and together with John Minge and 
John Edmonson his securities entered into and acknowledged their 
bond in the penalty of $40,000 conditioned according to Law certificate 
is granted him for attaining letters of administration on the estate of 
Benjamin Harrison decd. and with his Will annexed in due form, 
liberty reserved to Benjamin Harrison the other executor therein named 
to join in the probat when he shall think fit.

Benjamin Harrison, Jr., married in 1785, Anna, daughter of Judge 
James Mercer of the Court of Appeals of Virginia. She was born 
Sept. 9, 1760, and died, as stated in a newspaper obituary, August 28, 
1787. Mr. Harrison married, secondly, Susan, daughter of Richard 
Randolph (Jr.), of “Curles Neck”. Men, and women, of that time 
believed emphatically that it was not good for man to be alone. Mrs. 
Anna (Mercer) Harrison died eight days after the birth of her son, 
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Benjamin, (on August 20, 1787) and before November 16, of the same 
year, her husband had married again. His second wife was a first cousin 
of John Randolph of Roanoke. Issue (by 1st marriage): 74. Benjamin’. 

43. Wit1aM Henry® Harrison was born at “Berkeley”, February 
9, 1773 and died at Washington, D. C., August 4, 1841. He was edu- 
cated at Hampden-Sidney College and began the study of medicine in 
Richmond under Dr. Leiper; but preferring service in the army, he 
was commissioned on August 16, 1791, an ensign in the 1st Infantry 
and joined his regiment in Ohio. Promoted to a lieutenancy, June 1792, 
he joined Wayne’s army and was appointed his aide-de-camp, took 
part in the expedition that erected Fort Recovery and was thanked in 
general orders. He was also especially complimented by General 
Wayne for his conduct at the victory on the Miami and in May, 1797, 
was made Captain and given command of Fort Washington. After 
peace was made with the Indians he resigned his commission and was 
appointed, by President Adams, secretary of the Northwest Territory; 
but in October, 1799, resigned this office and took his seat as a terri- 
torial delegate in Congress. He was soon afterwards made governor 
of Indiana Territory and organized the legislature at Vincennes in 1805. 
On Nov. 7, he won the battle of Tippecanoe against the Indians and 
was highly complimented by President Madison. Though he was not a 
resident of that state, Kentucky in August gave Governor Harrison a 
commission of Major General of Militia, and on Sept. 2, he was commis- 
sioned a brigadier-general in the regular army and continued in active 
service during the year. On March 2, 1813, he was made major general, 
in September took part in the invasion of Canada and on Oct. 5, de- 
feated the British and Indians at the battle of the Maumee. “Harrison’s 
praises were sung in the President’s message, in Congress and in the 
state legislatures”. He resigned in 1814, was member of Congress, 
1816-19, elected to the United States Senate in 1819 and again in 1824-28. 
He resigned in the latter year to accept the post of minister to the 
U. S. of Columbia. In December, 1839, he was nominated for President, 
with John Tyler (a native of the same county, Charles City, Va.), 
as Vice-President. The western wing of General Harrison’s house at 
North Bend, Ohio, near Cincinnati, was built of logs. This lead to the 
log cabin being chosen as their emblem by the Whigs. Log cabins 
with kegs of hard cider in them and coon skins without, were every- 
where seen. The canvass was one of the most exciting ever known 
in our history. Huge cabins were built for the party meetings and 
the country resounded with “Tippecanoe and Tyler too”. Harrison 
and Tyler received an overwhelming majority and were inaugurated 
March 4, 1841. Within a few months President Harrison died of 
pneumonia.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Jupictat Cases CoNCERNING AMERICAN SLAVERY AND THE NEGRO. 
Edited by Helen Tunnicliffe Catterall (Mrs. Ralph C. H. Catterall). 
Volume I. Cases from the Courts of England, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, Washington, D. C. Published by the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, 1926; pp. xiv, 508, with full index. 


This is a very remarkable and valuable study of the negro and slavery 
as illustrated by legislative enactments and judicial decisions. It is in- 
dispensable to the student and will prove of general interest to all who 
would desire to be fully informed in regard to negro slavery. 


LoyaLisM IN VirciniA. By Isaac Samuel Harrell. A Thesis in History. 
University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, 1926; pp. vii, 203, with index. 


Dr. Harrell presents a study of loyalism, and the absence of it in 
Virginia, at the time of the Revolution, which is a distinct addition to 
our historical literature. His effort is to explain why Virginia, the 
most loyal of colonies and the one in closest relations with England 
should have taken the lead in the struggle against her. The book is 
of interest throughout and deserves careful consideration. The term 
“Civil War in Virginia”, seems entirely too strong for the sporadic 
efforts of loyalist mobs, which were so easily suppressed, or to the up- 
risings among the mountaineers, who then, as in 1861-5, were “agin 
the government” which taxed and conscripted them. If the “loyal 
Union men” of the Blue Ridge and Alleghanies had lived in the New 
England mountains they would have been “Loyal Southerners”. 


The author’s theories about western emigration might possibly be re- 
vised. While many Eastern men had large grants in Kentucky, the 
actual settlers were chiefly from the Piedmont or west of the Blue 
Ridge. The other theory about the bankrupt “aristocrats” moving to 
the West will not hold good, simply for the reason that they did not 
emigrate. Of course many members of these families did leave Vir- 
ginia; but if any one will examine the list of Virginia born governors, 
congressmen and senators from Kentucky, he will see that the chief 
emigration was from the class of farmers of moderate means. The 
“aristocrats’—the large land-holders and the families which contributed 
most members to the Council had to sell their lands; but more of them 
remained in Virginia than removed from it. An incident which occurred 
in Congress shows the general feeling about this matter in Virginia, 
though it is not given as entirely reliable evidence. It is said that a 
Kentucky Congressman, during a speech said, “I am sick and tired of 
hearing of the First Families of Virginia. Where are the second- 
class families?” John Randolph arose and replied, “I can inform the 
gentleman. They all went to Kentucky”.

We supposed it to be nothing but 
a band of lawless spirits engaged in daredevil adventure, not an or- 
ganization (as the author proves) started by a few of the most re- 
spectable Confederate soldiers, and merely for fun. Nor did we appre- 
ciate the extent of the movement, the prominent men engaged in it, and 
the conditions which transformed it from its original purpose. The 
author presents details which never would have come to light except 
through her most painstaking research. Klansmen were'sworn to se- 
crecy; there are few written documents. What the author has needed 
for her story has come from many of the surviving members and from 
other persons who could supply a missing link here and there. Miss 
Davis is chiefly bent upon correcting the long-standing unfavorable 
impressions of the organization in Northern circles. She went about 
her task to make out the best possible case, and we must give her the 
credit of marshalling details and circumstances in most effective fashion. 
She holds that the Ku Klux Klan redeemed the South from carpet-bag 
and negro rule: that it was responsible for the effective policy of 
white supremacy; that it kept peace and order in districts which were 
infested with Northern agents engaged in inciting the engroes and other 
evil-doers to depredations; that it discouraged idleness and crime, pro- 
tected women and children from dangers and upheld the Constitution of 
the United States. Little more need be said in praise.”—Boston (Mass.)
